SiRj — In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  of  this  State^  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Seport  relating  to 
BirthSy  Marriages  and  Deaths^  returned  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1885. 

The  main  features  of  the  present  report  are  essentially  the  same  as  in  that 
of  1884,  with  such  few  changes  as  seemed  desirable  to  add  to  the  interest  and 
statistical  value  of  the  work  done.  The  time  elapsed  from  the  census  of  1884 
was  comparatively  so  brief  that  most  comparisons  and  observations  have  been 
based  upon  the  results  of  that  census.  In  some  cases  an  estimate  of  popula- 
tion has  been  made,  based  upon  the  average  annual  rate  of  increase  from  1880 
to  1884. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  a  large  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  reported 
for  1885  from  the  year  previous,  there  being  a  difference  of  1,410  deaths,  or 
nearly  eight  per  cent  reduction  from  1884.  With  this  decrease  in  the  number 
of  deaths  there  comes  an  increase  of  1,711  births,  or  over  four  per  cent  more 
than  in  1884.  There  is  no  practical  difference  in  the  number  of  marriages 
reported  for  1885  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Great  care  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  tables  and  material  embodied  in 
this  report,  the  work  has  been  carefully  verified  at  every  stage,  and  it  is 
believed  to  be  thoroughly  accurate,  without  which  assurance  little  value  could 
be  placed  upon  such  a  report.  It  is  also  believed  that  every  deduction  or 
proposition  has  been  made  and  placed  on  record  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  of 
interest  to  the  present  and  of  great  value  for  future  reference  and  compilations. 
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In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  aid  which  has 
been  derived  from  the  reports  of  Massachusetts  and  Bhode  Island,  which  have 
been  freely  consulted  in  preparing  this  report,  especially  the  former,  which 
has  proven  particularly  interesting  on  account  of  the  practical  equality  in 
population  between  that  State  and  our  own. 

A  delay  of  a  month  occurred  in  the  publication  of  this  report  owing  to  the 
large  amount  of  other  work  in  the  hands  of  the  State  printers  this  year,  but 
great  credit  is  due  them  for  the  good  taste  displayed  in  its  typography.  The 
fact  must  not  be  overlooked  that  under  the  present  registration  law,  the 
returns  for  1885,  from  which  this  report  was  compiled,  were  not  received  at 
this  office  until  September  and  October,  1886.

BIRTHS,  MARRIAGES,  AND  DEATHS, 


IN  MICHIGAN, 


IDITRIN'G'  THK  YJSi^R   L8S&. 


The  facts  concerning  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  retumM  as  having  occurred  in 
Michigan  during  the  year  1885.  are  presented  in  this  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  on  this 
subject.  Like  its  predecessors  it  is  based  upon  the  returns  received  from  the  county 
clerks. 

In  Exhibit  A  may  be  seen  a  comparative  statement  of  the  number  of  births,  mar. 
riages  and  deaths  for  a  series  of  years  and  the  average  for  ten  years.  For  the  year  1885, 
there  were  returned  42,119  births,  15,016  marriagt^s,  and  16,646  deaths,  mulring  an  aggre- 
gate of  78,781,  or  815  more  than  the  total  returned  for  the  year  1884. 

As  compared  with  the  year  1884,  there  were  returned  1,711  more  births,  14  more  mar- 
riages, and  1,410  fewer  deaths.  The  average  annual  number  of  births  returned  for  the 
ten  years  1875-1884  was  85,719,  the  average  number  of  marriages  14,810,  and  the  average 
number  of  deaths  15,189.  It  is  thus  seen  that  the  returns  for  the  year  1885  exceed  the 
average  in  each  case. 

The  natural  increase  of  population,  or  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  25,478,  the 
largest  excess  since  the  registration  began  in  Michigan.  It  is  8,121  more  than  the  nat- 
ural increase  in  1884,  and  4,898  more  than  the  average  for  the  ten  years  1875-1884. 

When  the  returns  of  births  and  deaths  are  corrected  for  omissions  in  the  enumeration, 
aa  in  the  lower  part  of  this  exhibit,  the  excess  of  births  for  1885  is  shown  to  be  85,822.

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POPULATION. 

In  accordance  with  the  method  previously  used,  the  estimated  population  of  Michigan 
for  the  year  1885  would  be  1,912,159.  This  calculation  is  based  aipon  the  presumption 
that  the  annual  rate  of  increase  for  the  year  1885  was  the  same  as  that  between  the 
census  years  1880-1884,  which  was  8.156  per  cent.  In  an  estimate  of  this  kind,  and  in 
fact,  in  any  estimate,  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  error  owing  to  the  movements  of  the 
inhabitants,  but  it  probably  approximates  as  nearly  to  the  actual  figures  as  any  other 
computation.  For  instance,  taking  the  number  of  votes  cast  at  the  last  election,  which 
was  380,885,  and  multiplying  them  by  five,  the  usual  ratio  of  voters  to  population,  we 
get  1,904,425,  which  is  7,734  less  than  the  number  given  above. 

Based  upon  the  first  rate  of  increase,  the  population  of  the  State  for  the  years  1880- 
1885,  that  for  the  years  1880  and  1884  being  the  actual  figures  as  per  census,  would  be 
as  follows :

Exhibit  B  shows  some  of  the  important  relations  which  exist  between  births,  mar- 
riages, deaths,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  State.  The  natural  daily  increase  of  poptila- 
tion  in  1885,  according  to  the  returns  of  births  and  deaths,  was  69,  a  number  larger  than 
in  any  of  the  previous  years.  By  the  returns  and  the  population  of  1884,  one  child  was 
bom,  in  1885,  to  every  44  persons,  one  marriage  was  solemnized  to  every  128  persons, 
and  one  death  occurred  to  every  111  persons. 

In  the  statements  for  the  years  1881-1888,  the  population  of  the  State  according  to 
the  U.  S.  census  of  1880  was  used  as  the  basis  of  calculations,  while  for  the  years  1884 
and  1886,  the  population  by  the  State  census  of  1884  was  used. 

During  the  period  of  nineteen  years,  1867  to  1885  inclusive,  there  were  returned  to  the 
State  Department  611,521  births,  220,465  marriages,  and  250,375  deaths,  making  a  grand 
total  of  1,082,861.

Afl  mAj  be  seen  from  Exhibit  C,  there  has  been  a  gradual  increase  during  the  whole 
period  in  the  number  returned  with  an  occasional  decrease.  The  average  for  these 
years  may  be  noticed  at  the  bottom  of  the  exhibit.  There  has  been  a  noticeable  decrease 
in  the  number  of  marriages  returned  for  the  years  1884  and  1885.  The  returns  for  1868 
emlvace  only  a  fractional  part  of  the  year,  namely,  from  April  5  to  December  81. 

The  facts  set  forth  in  Exhibit  D  show  the  number  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
for  certain  specified  periods  of  time  within  the  year  1885.  These  results  are  often 
better  appreciated  when  given  for  short  periods  of  time  as  in  this  exhibit.  According 
to  the  returns,  there  were  115  births,  41  marriages,  and  46  deaths  on  an  average  during 
each  day  of  the  year  1885.  The  daily  increase  of  population,  as  shown  by  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths,  was  69  per  day. 

When  the  returns  of  births  and  deaths  are  corrected  for  omissions,  as  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  exhibit,  the  figures  are  considerably  increased. 

In  Exhibit  E  may  be  found  the  number  of  births,  deaths,  and  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  as  they  occurred  in  the  different  months  of  the  years  1880-1885,  also  the  average 
excess  of  births  for  the  ten  years  1876-1885.  An  examination  of  the  Exhibit  will  show 
that  the  largest  excess  of  births  for  the  year  1885  was  in  the  month  of  May.  This  is 
not  the  same  as  the  average  for  ten  years,  which  is  almost  invariably  in  the  month  of 
Deoembw.

The  total  number  of  births  returned  to  the  State  Department  by  the  county  clerks,  in 

1885,  was  42,119,  a  number  more  by  1,711  than  wer^  recorded  in  1884,  and  the  largest 

number  ever  returned  in  any  one  year.    The  average  annual  number  returned  for  the 

.  fifteen  years,  1870-1884.  was  88,578,  and  the  births,  in  1885,  were  more  than  this  average 

by  8,546. 

The  population  of  Michigan,  according  to  the  State  Census  of  1884,  was  1,858,658. 
When  2,530  is  subtracted,  being  the  nmnber  of  inhabitants  from  whom  no  returns  of 
births  were  received  in  1885,  it  gives  1,851,128  as  the  number  of  inhabitants  represented 
by  the  returns  of  births  for  1885.  This  number,  divided  by  the  number  of  births 
jretumed,  would  give  one  child  born  to  every  44  persons  in  the  State,  and  22.75  births  to 
every  thousand  of  the  inhabitants.  Using  the  estimated  population  of  Michigan  for 
1885,  which  is  1,912,159,  as  the  basis  of  calculations,  it  gives  22.08  as  the  number  of 
births  to  every  thousand  of  the  inhabitants. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  these  returns  of  births,  from  year  to  year,  do  not  repre- 
sent aU  the  children  born  in  Michigan,  because  of  the  delay  in  collecting  these  statis- 
tics. From  five  to  sixteen  months  pas§  after  the  births  occur  before  their  enumeration 
is  made,  which  leads  to  many  omissions.  In  proof  of  this  we  take  the  following  tab- 
ular exhibit  from  Vol.  1,  of  the  Census  of  Michigan,  1884  :

In  consequence  of  theee  omissions  in  the  enumeration  of  the  births,  a  correction  has 
been  made,  which  amounts  in  1885  to  37.80  per  cent  of  the  births  returned.  The  fol- 
lowing tabular  exhibit  shows  what  per  cent  of  births  has  been  returned  and  what  per 
cent  has  been  added  as  a  correction  for  each  of  the  years  1876-1885.

The  sjrstem  of  correction,  which  has  been  adopted  in  these  reports,  has  its  defects  and 
does  not  always  represent  the  true  figures,  but  it  seems  as  practicable  as  any  that  can 
be  used.  According  to  this  plan  the  number  of  births  returned  for  1885  should  be 
increased  by  37.80  per  cent  in  order  to  equal  the  number  which  probably  occurred. 
This  increases  the  number  of  births  to  58,026. 

As  seen  in  the  following  tabular  exhibit,  the  birth-rate,  when  thus  corrected,  was 
3.13  for  every  hundred  of  the  inhabitants,  or  31.3  for  every  thousand.

The  upper  half  of  the  above  table  shows  the  number  and  percentage  of  births  in 
Michigan,  according  to  the  returns,  in  each  quarter  of  the  years  1882-1885,  with  the 
average  for  ten  years  1875-1884.  Except  1882,  the  largest  proportion  of  births  is  returned 
for  the  quarter  of  the  year  ending  with  September,  this  being  also  true  for  the  average. 
The  lower  half  of  the  table  shows  the  number  and  proportion  of  births  by  quarters  of 
the  year  when  corrected  for  omissions  in  the  enumeration. 

In  Table  2  may  be  seen  the  order  of  the  months,  those  being  placed  first  which  have 
the  greatest  number  of  births,  for  each  of  the  years  1888-1885,  and  the  average  for  ten 
years  1875-1884.  With  the  exception  of  the  year  1885,  the  month  of  August  has  the 
largest  proportion  of  births,  not  only  for  the  other  years  of  the  table  but  also  for  the  ten 
year  average.

BIRTHS  BY  COLOR,  BY  SEX.  ^ 

Table  6  presents  some  interesting  statistics  concerning  the  birth-rate  among  the  differ- 
ent races.  It  is  not  as  valuable  as  last  year  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  population  of  the 
State  for  1885  cannot  be  ascertained,  and  the  population  of  1884  must  be  used  as  a  basis- 
for  calculations.  By  removing  the  decimal  point  one  place  to  the  right,  it  shows  the 
birth-rate  to  each  thousand  inhabitants  among  each  race  or  color.  There  were,  there- 
fore, 22.8  births  to  each  thousand  among  the  white  and  also  among  the  black,  12.8- 
among  the  mulatto,  18.2  among  the  Indians,  and  17.^5  among  the  black  and  mulatto* 
combined. 

The  most  noteworthy  feature  of  the  table  is  the  increased  birth-rate  among  the  black  ,. 
it  being  nearly  equal  to  that  of  the  white  inhabitants.  The  males  predominate  in  each' 
race  except  among  the  mulatto,  and  the  largest  excess  of  males  appears  for  the  Indians. 

The  facts  set  forth  in  Table  6  are  worthy  of  careful  study.    By  this  table,  the  birth- 
rate in  each  county  of  the  State  may  be  compared  with  the  birth-rate  for  the  entire- 
State,  the  difference  in  the  birth-rates  of  the  various  counties  and  the  difference  in  the 
proportion  of  the  sexes  may  also  be  noted.    The  number  of  births  in  1885  was  2.28  per 
cent  of  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  1884,  the  number  of  male  births  in  1885  was  2.18> 
per  cent  of  the  male  inhabitants,  and  the  number  of  female  births  was  2.32  per  cent  of 
the  female  inhabitants.    The  counties  having  the  highest  birth-rates  for  the  year* 
1885,  according  to  the  returns,  were  Alpena.  Baraga,  Bay,  Cheboygan,  Houghton, . 
Huron,  Manistee,  Marquette,  Menominee,  Missaukee,  and  Wayne.    The  counties  show- 
ing a  birth-rate  considerably  less  than  that  of  the  State  as  a  whole  were  Barry,  Branch,^ 
CSalh  )un,  Hillsdale,  Lenawee,  Livingston,  Oakland,  and  St.  Joseph.

BIRTHS,— PARENT-NATIVITY. 
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PARENT-NATIVITY. 

The  parent-natiTity  of  the  children,  returned  as  having  been  bom  in  Michigan  during 

the  year  1885,  will  be  found  in  Table  7.    The  number  of  children  bom  of  native-bom 

.parents,  in  1885,  was  42.26  per  cent  of  the  whole  number,  while  the  per  cent  of  births 

of  foreign-bom  parents  was  86.97  of  the  whole  number.    The  births  of  native  parentage 

are  less  in  proportion  to  the  whole  number  than  in  any  year  since  1870,  while  the  births 

of  foreign  parentage  are  greater  that  in  any  year  of  this  period.     The  average  per  cent 

of  children  bom  of  native-bom  parents  for  the  fifteen  years  1870-1884  was  45.12,  and 

'  that  for  1885  was  only  42.26,  a  decrease  of  2.86  per ^  cent.     The  average  per  cent  of 

children  bom  of  foreign-born  parents  for  these  years  was  84.88,  and  the  per  cent  for 

1885  was  86.97,  an  increase  of  2.59  per  cent.    The  increase  in  the  proportion  of  children 

born  of  mixed  parentage  during  these  years  is  also  quite  marked,  being  12.79  in  1871 

and  18.11  in  1885.    The  average  per  cent  for  the  period  was  16.08.

^average  for  ten  years,  while  the  percentage  for  the  native  is  considerably  less.  It

Acooiding  to  the  retama  of  births  for  1885,  there  were  481  pairs  of  twins  bom  in 

llichigAn  daring  the  year.    This  makes  962  twin  children,  of  which  468  were  inalee,  4B0 

were  fenwlea  and  in  the  case  of  four  no  statement  of  sex  was  giren.     This  is  the 

largest  mimbar  of  twin  children  ever  recxmled  in  this  Stal«,  there  being  900  in  1864,  and 

9S3  in  1888.    The  average  proportioa  of  the  sexes  among  twin  births  t<a  the  years  1875- 

1684  was  99  males  to  100  females,  a  much  smaller  proportion  of  males  than  is  found 

wangall  children  bom,  which  is  108  males  to  100  females.    In  188S  there  were  96 

mslei  to  100  females.    In  Table  10  the  months,  as  usual,  are  arranged  in  order,  those 

mootba  first  in  which  occurred  the  greateet  number  of  twin  births.    As  in  1868  and  1884, 

tfatmoaths  of  Hay  and  September  stand  first  and  seoond,  respectively,  in  the  order.

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With  regard  to  the  nativitj  of  the  parents  of  twin  children  for  1883,  the  facta  are  wt 
forth  in  Table  11.  It  will  be  observed  that  39.89  per  cent  of  the  twin  births  fell  to 
native  bom  parents,  41.79  per  cent  were  of  foreignrbom  parents,  and  1S.80  per  oeot 
were  the  offspring  of  parents,  one  of  whom  was  foreign-born  and  the  other  natlTe-bom. 
A  larger  proportion  of  these  occurs  with  fore^n  father  and  native  mother.  As  com- 
pared with  the  average  per  cent  for  ten  jeam,  1875-1884.  there  is  a  decrease  of  4.10  per 
cent  from  the  average  among  the  native-born,  an  increase  of  4.75  per  oest  above  the 
average  among  the  foreign-bom,  while  the  births  from  mixed  parentage  remain  abont 
the  same  as  the  average.  By  comparing  this  table  with  Table  T,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
proportion  of  foreign-bom  parents  was  greater  for  twins  than  for  all  children  bom.  Ai 
the  evidence  of  former  years  Bustaina  this  fact,  it  seems  to  be  quite  conclusive  that  there 
is  a  much  larger  twin  birth-rate  among  the  foreign-bom  parents  tban  among  the  native. 
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Table  13  shows  the  proportion  of  twin  births,  by  nativity  and  color  of  motheie,  foi^ 
each  of  the  years  1883-1885,  and  the  average  for  ten  years  1875-1884.  By  the  average 
for  ten  yean,  it  is  seen  that  the  largest  proportion  of  twins  was  from  the  foreign-bom- 
rs  and  from  the  black  and  mulatto  mothers.

Table  14  shows  the  number  of  pairs  of  twins  and  sets  of  triplets  that  have  been  re- 
turned in  this  State  for  the  fourteen  years,  1872-1885,  also  the  average  for  these  years. 
According  to  the  average,  there  have  been  80  births  to  every  pair  of  twins.

The  nativity  of  the  parents  of  plural  births  may  be  seen  in  Table  15.  For  the  last  two 
years,  1884  and  1885,  the  percentage  of  foreign-bom  parents  has  exceeded  that  of  the 
native-born,  but  in  the  average  for  fourteen  years  the  largest  per  cent  is  for  the  native- 
bom.

The  returns  for  1885  give  the  large  number  of  1,008  still-births,  being  80  more  than 
tor  1884.  The  number  of  stiU-births  shows  quite  a  steady  gain  from  1874  to  1885,  as 
will  be  seen  by  the  reports  from  year  to  year,  as  follows  :  1874,  464 ;  1875,  629 ;  1876, 
^16 ;  1877,  720  ;  1878,  798 ;  1879,  749  ;  1880,  738 ;  1881,  691 ;  1882,  792  ;  1888,  884  ;  1884, 
^19 ;  1885, 1,008. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  proportion  of  still-births  to  all  births,  and  of  the 
tnothers  of  still-bom  children  to  all  mothers,  for  the  years  1882-1885,  and  the  average 
for  ten  years,  1875-1884.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  percents  for  the  average  are  not  as 
great  as  those  for  the  other  years  in  the  table.

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In  table  17  is  given  the  nativity  utd  color  of  the  mothers  of  still-born  children  and 
the  proportion  each  bears  to  the  total  of  each  nativity  and  color.    The  percentage 
ve-bom  mothers  is  again  the  lowest,  not  only  for  each  year  in  the  table,  but  al 
for  the  average  for  ten  years.     The  black  and  mulatto   mothers  continue  to  have  th* 
highest  per  cent,  while  the  Indian  mothers  have  the  lowest. 

Table  18  presents  all  the  known  facte  gathered  from  the  relurns   concerning 
nativity  of  both  parents  of  all  still-bom  children. 

Thoee  wishing  to  ascertain  the  monthly  record  of  still-births  of  each  sex  and  the 
total,  will  Und  that  inforraatiou  in  table  10. 

Some  interesting  comparisons  concerning  the  number  of  children  bom  alive,  the  stiU- 
birtliB  and  illegitimates,  with  the  proportions  that  the  male  births  bear  to  the  female 
births  in  each,  may  be  seen  in  table  2Q.  As  usual  the  slHl-birthB  in  1885  show  a  large 
proportion  of  males,  while  of  the  children  born  alive  the  proportion  of  males  is  below 
the  average. 

The  universal  rule  appears  to  be  an  excess  ot  males  among  the  still-births,  not  alone 
In  Michigan,  but  also  in  other  States.  In  Rliode  Island,  for  the  past  thirty  years,  thei 
has  been  an  average  of  100  male  still-births  to  every  S3  female  still-births  :  and  the  only 
known  time  when  there  was  an  approach  to  equality  in  that  State  was  in 
when  there  was  an  excess  of  only  one.  The  Massachusetts  Report  for  1883  gives  the 
ratio  there  of  about  three  males  to  every  two  females.  In  onr  own  State  the  ratio  In 
1885  is  seen  to  be  63  males  to  38  females,  and  the  average  for  the  past  fourteen  years 
was  in  about  the  same  proportion.

The  returns  for  1885  place  the  number  of  illegitimate  children  at  248,  an  increase  of 
65  over  the  previous  year.    This  is  40  below  the  average  for  the  ten  years,  1875-1884 
but  as  the  births  in  the  *'  Foundlings*  Home,*'  of  Detroit,  have  again  not  been  included 
in  the  returns  of  illegitimates  from  Wayne  county,  it  is  quite  probable  that  the  number 
for  1885  is  not  far  from  the  general  average. 

From  an  inspection  of  the  reports  of  Rhode  Island,  1884,  and  Massachusetts,  1885,  it 
is  evident  that  Michigan  compares  quite  favorably  with  at  least  two  States  in  respect  to 
the  number  of  illegitimate  births.  The  rate  per  cent  in  Rhode  Island  is  nearly  one- 
fourth  greater  than  in  this  State,  while  that  of  Massachusetts  is  nearly  four  times  as 
great.  The  rate  in  these  three  States,  based  upon  the  latest  accessible  returns,  of 
illegitimate  births  to  total  population,  is,  in  Michigan,  1.8  illegitimates  for  every  ten 
thousand  population,  in  Rhode  Island  it  is  1.6,  and  in  Massachusetts  4.8.  That  is  to 
say,  there  was  one  illegitimate  in  Michigan  for  every  7,464  inhabitants,  in  Rhode  Island 
one  in  every  6,085,  and  in  Massachusetts  one  in  every  2,151.

The  use  and  value  of  vital  statistics  are  in  proportion  to  their  accuracy,  in  which 
particular  Michifi^an  is  doubtless  not  far  behind  any  of  her  sister  states  ;  yet  there  is 
room  for  improvement,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  all,  upon  whom  the  collecting  of 
this  important  information  devolves,  will  realize  the  necessity  of  accuracy  and  prompt- 
ness in  their  work.  While  the  law  provides  quite  severe  penalties  for  neglecting  to 
comply  with  its  requirements,  still,  it  is  frequently  violated,  as  is  evidenced  by  the 
delay  far  beyond  the  legal  time  in  the  receipt  of  some  of  the  returns.  The  fact  of  such 
delay  does  not  necessarily  imply  that  some  marriages  are  not  reported  at  all,  yet  such 
might  be  a  logical  conclusion. 

In  the  following  pages  such  deductions,  comparisons  and  computations  are  made  as 
seem  desirable  to  place  concisely  before  the  student  every  fact  or  deduction  of  interest 
or  importance  having  an  influence  upon  the  relations  growing  out  of  the  ties  of  wed- 
lock. Such  information  is  not  only  of  value  in  the  present,  but  it  also  becomes  an  im- 
portant reference  book  for  the  future. 

The  number  of  marriages  returned  for  1885,  15,016,  does  not  differ  materially  from 
that  returned  for  1884,  before  correction,  15,002.  The  additional  returns  have  added 
719  to  the  number  for  1884,  as  may  be  seen  from  Table  30.  The  number  added  to  the 
original  returns  for  1883  was  658,  and  to  1882,  652. 

The  original  returns  for  1885  give  a  marriage-rate  of  8.10  per  thousand  population  in 
1884,  or  a  marriage  of  sixteen  persons  in  every  thousand  inhabitants.  Using  the  esti- 
mated population  of  the  State  for  the  year  1885,  the  number  of  marriages  to  every 
thousand  of  the  population  would  be  7.85. 

The  average  number  of  marriages  for  each  of  certain  specified  periods  of  time, 
during  the  year  1885,  was  as  follows  :

The  year  1885  continues  the  precedents  of  the  preceding  decade  in  showing  the 
greatest  number  of  marriages  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  The  excess  for  that 
quarter  over  the  first  quarter,  which  shows  the  least  number,  is  1,344.  By  comparisons 
of  the  corrected  and  original  returns  for  1884,  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  719  marriages 
added  to  the  original  retiu>ns,  57  were  in  the  first  quarter.  61  in  the  second,  140  in  the 
third,  and  461  in  the  fourth.  This  shows  that  about  64  per  cent  of  the  delay  in  making 
returns  affect  the  figures  of  the  last  quarter.  From  this  it  appears  probable  that  the 
ve  disparity  between  the  last  and  first  quarters  of  1885  will  be  considerably  increased

The  flftores  in  Table  34  indicate  no  great  changes  from  those  of  1884  in  the  general 
totals,  bnt  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  per  cent  of  Mulatto  and  Indian  marriages, 
Uwiotalof  the  former  beiiiKl.31  to  .86  in  1684,  and  in  the  Utter  1.86  to. 80  in  1884.  As 
time  maiTiage-riitee  are  computed  from  the  population  of  Michigan  in  1884  with  the 
■■uniagee  in  188&,  due  allowance  should  be  made  for  the  increase  in  population. 

A  stud;  of  the  foot-notee  to  Table  3B  shows  that  miscegenation  prevails  to  some  extent 
in  Michigan,  there  having  been  27  mixed  marriages  in  18BJJ,  to  3S  in  1884.  Fourteen 
Wbtte  females  married  males  of  another  color,  seven  to  Black  grooms,  four  to  Mulat- 
lOM,  and  three  to  Indians.  Four  White  malee  have  been  returned  as  having  married 
'»idcs  of  another  color,  one  to  a  Mulatto  and  three  to  Indians.

NATIVITT  OF  PERSONS  HABRIED. 

Table  86  shows  the  marriages  in  1885,  arranged  according  to  the  nativity  of  the  per- 
sons married.  Among  the  interesting  facts  given  in  this  table  we  find  that  there  were 
10,287  native  grooms  to  10,728  native  brides  ;  and  4,687  foreign-bom  grooms  to  4,145 
foreign-bom  brides.  Of  the  15,016  couples  married,  the  contracting  parties  were  both 
native  in  8,880  cases,  while  both  were  foreign  in  2,801  cases.  In  8,158  marriages,  one 
or  the  other  of  the  parties  was  foreign-bom,  and  in  119  marriages,  one  or  the  other 
was  returned  as  unknown.  The  per  cent  of  native-born  grooms  to  the  whole  number 
married  was  66.22  in  1888,  66.70  in  1884,  and  68.51  in  1885.  The  foreign-bom  percentage 
of  grooms  was  88.00  m  1883,  82.62  m  1884,  and  80.88  in  1885.  Of  native-bom  brides 
there  were  69.62  per  cent  in  1883,  69.59  in  1884,  and  71.44  in  1885.  Foreign-bom  brides 
were  29.88  in  1883,  29.34  in  1884,  and  27.61  in  1885.

As  there  is  a  difference  of  but  13  marriageB  betweexv 
the  original  returas  of  1884  and  1885,  there  1b  practically  no  difference  in  the  perceaC.— ■ 
agee  aa  computed  for  the  total  of  all  nativities.  Tiiere  is,  jiovrever.  some  chanRo  in  th^ 
proportion  of  native  to  foreign-born  marriagea,  wbic3h  is  indicated  by  the  difference  b 
the  percentages.  The  present  year  gives  for  the  native-bom,  total  1,55,  males  1 
females  1.62 ;  in  1884  they  were,  total  1.51,  males  1.44,  females  1.58.  The  foreign-b 
of  1885  were,  total  1.80,  males  1.70,  females  1.93 ;  in  1884,  total  LSI,  males  1.8U,  females  j 
8.05. 

The  baeis  of  catculation  being  the  population  according  to  the  r«nBua  of  1684,  withoB 
■llowance  for  increase  of  population,  it  follows  that  there  has  really  been  a  decrease  I 
the  marriage-rate  from  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

As  usual  from  this  table,  it  appears  that  the  per  cent  of  raarriogeo  is  greater  amon^  J 
the  foreign-bom  than  the  native  population.    That  such  a  conclusion  is  not  correct  ii 
shown  by  the  tabulated  exhibit  following  Table  37,  in  which  the  per  cent  of  native  n 
riages  ifl  seen  to  be  2.69,  being  .08  per  cent  greater  than  in  1884,  and  the  per  cent  o 
foreign  2.07,  being  .13  per  cent  less  than  in  1884.     An  examination  of  the  census  of  18S 
BhowB  that  while  tliere  were  575,018  native  children  under  15  years  of  age,  there  v 
but  63,584  foreign-bom  of  the  same  age.     From  this  it  is  apparent  that  a  rale  per  cent 
based  upon  the  total  population  is  not  as  accurate  as  one  based  upon  a  comparisoa  o 
the  marriageable  population,  which  is  the  case  in  the  tabulated  exhibit  referred  t(

The  customary  average  of  about  28  years  for  males  and  38  years  f oi  females  is  again 
shown  by  the  returns  for  188Q.  As  usual,  the  marriages  of  foreign  nativities  show  a 
larger  average  age  for  both  males  and  females  than  those  of  the  native-bom.  This  may 
result  from  a  naturally  changed  social  condition  incident  to  a  change  of  habitation, 
which  would  also  naturally  tend  to  delay  the  time  of  forming  matrimonial  connections.

The  marriages  in  1885  by  sex  and  periods  of  age,  and  the  number  and  proportion  of 
persons  married,  are  shown  in  Table  40.  There  is  but  little  change  from  the  same  table 
for  1884,  there  being  some  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  married  imder  20  years  of 
age,  and  from  20  to  25.  The  proportion  of  persons  married  at  ages  from  20  to  80  years 
is  about  the  same  as  in  1884,  when  it  was  69.85  per  cent  of  the  total  males  married,  and 
53.17  per  cent  of  the  females.  This  year  the  proportions  are  69.66  per  cent  of  the  total 
males  and  61.04  per  cent  of  the  total  females  married.

MARRIAGES— BY  SEX,  BY  AGE  IK  YEARS.  75 

PBBSON8  MARRIED  UNDER  TWENTY-ONE  TEARS  OF  AGE. 

The  laWB  of  Ifichigan  fix  the  ages  at  which  parties  may  legally  contract  marriage  at 
18  for  males  and  16  for  females.  While  some  advocate  a  considerable  raising  of  these 
ages  by  statute,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  present  low  age  does  not  meet  the  wishes  of 
all  ooncemed,  for  the  returns  of  1885  show  that  the  age  provision  of  the  law  was  vio- 
lated in  155  cases,  8  males  having  married  when  under  18,  and  147  females  when  under 
16  years  of  age. 

The  penalty  for  solenmizing  an  illegal  marriage  is  a  fine  not  to  exceed  five  hundred 
doUars ;  but,  aa  there  is  seldom  any  one  interested  in  having  the  penalty  enforced,  it  is 
probable  there  are  few  if  any  convictions  of  parties  joining  couples  one  or  both  of  whom 
may  be  of  unlawful  age  for  wedlock.  Probably  many  people  will  agree  with  the  social 
writeis,  that  marriage,  especially  for  males,  is  not  desirable,  except  in  special  cases, 
under  the  age  of  twenty-one.  A  different  view  of  this  social  question  was  held  by  at 
least  7,G77  yenoDB  in  1885,  as  that  number  were  married  when  under  21  years  of  age  ; 
963  were  males  and  6,5d4  were  females. 

Of  those  cases  which  might  come  under  the  head  of  extreme  youth,  there  were  the 
following :  1  female  married  at  12  years  of  age ;  4  at  18 ;  21  at  14 ;  121  at  15 ;  826  at  16 ; 
1,161  at  17 ;  and  1,664  at  18.  Of  the  males,  1  was  married  at  15  ;  2  at  16 ;  5  at  17 ;  95  at 
18  :  802  at  19  ;  and  578  at  20. 

From  the  returns  it  appears  that  the  ages  are  known  of  29,896  persons  married  in 
1885 ;  of  these  19.04  per  cent  were  under  20,  and  87.59  per  cent  were  over  20  and  under 
85.  That  means  that  over  half  of  the  persons  married,  in  1885,  were  under  25  years  of 
age.  In  the  Massachusetts  Report  for  1885,  we  find  the  per  cent  of  same  ages  to  have 
been  0.88  for  under  20,  and  89.58  for  20  to  25.  The  Rhode  Island  Report  for  1884  gives 
th«fper  cent  in  that  State  at  9.46  under  20,  and  89.62  for  20  to  25. 
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MANNER  OF  UNION  BT  ^OBS. 

There  were  14,980  matriagefl  in  Michigan  in  1S86,  where  the  ages  of  the  partiea  wen 
known.  In  4,057  marriages  the  contracting  parties  were  of  the  same  period  of  age ; 
in  938  marriages  the  brides  were  older  than  the  groomB,  and  in  9,950  the  grooms  were 
of  a  period  of  age  older  than  that  of  the  brides.  In  83  caaea  the  age  of  the  groom  a 
given  while  that  of  the  bride  is  unknown ;  in  3  cases  the  age  of  the  bride  is  given,  but 
that  of  the  groom  is  unknown ;  and  in  50  cases  the  age  of  both  parties  is  unknown. 

The  returns  of  marriages  for  1885,  as  usual,  show  some  curious  and  interesting  ones 
in  regard  to  the  disparity  of  age  of  the  contracting  parties.  Among  the  more  remark- 
able may  be  mentioned  a  groom  of  73  to  a  bride  of  18,  which  was  solemnized  in  Jack- 
son countf  ;  a  groom  of  68  to  a  bride  of  22  in  Kent  county  ;  and  a  groom  of  62  to  a 
bride, of  19  in  Macomb  county.  On  the  other  hand  there  were  quite  a  number  of  mar- 
riages where  tlie  bride  was  many  years  older  than  the  groom.  Of  these,  the  most 
noteworthy  differences  in  the  ages,  were  a  groom  of  Gl  to  a  bride  of  74  in  Monroe 
county  ;  and  a  groom  of  83  to  a  bride  of  55  in  Van  Buren  county.

That  the  present  registration  laws  of  Michigan  do  not  fully  accomplish  the  object  for 
which  they  were  enacted,  the  securing  of  accurate  returns  of  births,  marriages  and 
deaths,  is  again  made  manifest  by  the  returns  of  deaths  for  the  year  1885,  which  are 
officially  reported  to  this  office  at  16,646.  This  is  1,410  fewer  deaths  than  were  reported 
for  1884,  and  if  calculated  upon  the  basis  of  the  population  of  1884,  with  no  allowance 
for  increase,  is  at  the  rate  of, 9. 02  deaths  only  per  thousand  of  population.  The  official 
death-rate  in  Rhode  Island  in  1884  was  16. 10  in  every  thousand;  in  Massachusetts  in  1885 
it  was  19.61  per  thousand,  and  the  average  for  thirty-one  years  in  that  State  has  been 
19.88  per  thousand,  being  more  than  double  the  rate  officially  returned  for  Michigan. 
The  death-rate  for  England  and  most  foreign  countries  making  returns  of  deaths  is 
somewhat  higher  than  that  of  Massachusetts. 

The  following  tabulated  exhibit,  taken  from  the  first  volume  of  the  census  of  1884) 
clearly  illustrates  the  fact  that  omissions  in  the  eniuneration  of  births  and  deaths  are  in 
proportion  to  the  length  of  time  elapsing  between  their  occurrence  and  their  enumera- 
tion.   Deaths  which  occurred  in  the  first  seven  months  of  the  census  year,  June  to 
December,  1883,  are  in  excess  by  registration  returns  because  taken  from  one  to  t^^ 
months  earlier  than  the  census  returns.    For  the  same  reason  the  deaths  which  occurred 
in  the  last  five  months  of  the  census  year,  January  to  May,  1884,  are  in  excess  by  c«^' 
sus  returns  because  taken  some  eleven  months  earlier  than  were  those  of  the  registi*' 
jtion  reports.

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From  the  above  it  is  quite  evident  that  a  oonaiderable  addition  should  be  made  to  the 
number  of  deaths  as  offlciallj  reported,  and  this  has  been  done  in  Table  44  and  in  the 
tabulated  exhibit  following,  which  shows  the  death-rate  in  Hichigan,  both  as  re- 
gards the  number  returned  and  the  number  as  corrected  for  omisdous  in  the  enumera- 
tion. After  the  correction  has  been  made  to  the  letunie  of  deaths,  the  death-rate  is 
eTidently  too  smaU,  being  only  13.8  to  each  thousand  Uving.

The  numberof  deaths  by  quarters,  showing  the  influence  of  the  seasons  upon  the 
mortality  in  Michigan,  is  given  in  Table  44.  The  table  includes  both  the  original  re- 
turns and  those  after  the  correction  is  made  for  omissions.  The  year  1885  proves  no 
-exception  to  the  usual  showing,  which  has  given  the  largeet  proportion  of  deaths  to  the 
quarter  ending  with  September,  and  the  least  to  the  quarter  ending  with  March.  By  the 
■corrected  returns,  however,  1886  gives  the  largeet  proportion  of  deaths  to  the  first  quar- 
ter, which  is  uDUBual.

SEX  OF  DECEDENTS. 

Table  46  shows  the  number  and  proportion  of  males  and  females  among  the  decedents- 
in  Michigan  for  the  years  1872  to  1885,  inclusive,  and  the  average  for  the  fourteen  years. 
The  excess  of  male  deaths,  for  1885,  is  1,456,  the  relative  proportion  being  119  male  to  every 
100  female  deaths.  It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  while  the  proportion  of  male  deaths  is 
nearly  one-sixth  greater  than  the  female  deaths,  and  the  proportion  of  male  births  to 
female  births  only  about  one-twelfth  greater,  yet  the  male  population  appears  to  show 
a  more  rapid  increase  than  the  female.  It  appears  from  the  records  that  in  the  ten 
years  ending  with  1885  there  were  bom  190,246  males  and  176,459  females,  the  excess  of 
males  being  18,787 ;  for  the  same  period  of  year^  the  deaths  were  reported  at  83,073^ 
males  to  72,417  females,  the  excess  of  male  deaths  being  10,656.  Subtracting  the  excess* 
of  male  deaths  from  the  excess  of  male  births,  we  have  an  actual  increajse  of  males 
over  females  of  8,181  in  ten  years,  or  an  average  of  818  per  year.

OUISSIONS   IN  THE  ENi;UERA.T10N  OF  DEATHS. 

Theeu  omissions  arise  from  the  fact  that  the  statifitics  are  not  gstbered  until  t^*' 
TEuious  supervisors  are  making  their  annual  asaeeaments,  which  brings  the  time  fr"'^ 
four  to  sixteen  months  after  their  occurrence.  It  is  not  surprising  tliat  where  sucl*  * 
length  of  time  elapses  a  great  man^  deaths  will  be  forgotten  or  neglected,  and  tl*' 
remoter  the  time  of  the  death  the  more  probable  the  chances  are  that  it  may  be  ovO*^ 
looked.  It  ia  therefore  customary  t«  add  the  per  cent  graded  according  to  the  length  ^ 
time  that  has  elapsed.  The  order  of  the  months  in  Table  47  is  changed  from  that  <^ 
Table  4S,  because  the  additions  for  omiwdona  are  thua  ccraded.

AGES  OF  PERSONS  WHO  DIED  IN  MICHIGAN  IN  1885. 

In  Tables  48  and  49  are  given  the  compilations  of  deaths  at  different  periods  of  age. 
For  seven  of  the  past  twelve  years  over  one-fourth  of  the  deaths  have  been  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age,  and  while  the  per  cent  for  1885  is  1.12  less  than  in  1884,  it  is  still 
.88  of  one  per  cent  above  the  average  for  the  twelve  years,  1874-1885,  which  was  25.77 
per  cent.  This  rate  is  considerably  above  that  of  Massachusetts,  which  was  20.47  per 
cent  for  the  same  period,  a  difference  of  5.3  per  cent  in  favor  of  Massachusetts.  It 
would  be  a  matter  of  general  interest  and  of  some  importance  to  know  the  reason  for 
this  greater  infant  mortality  in  Michigan  as  compared  with  Massachusetts. 

This  year  proves  no  exception  to  the  rule  of  an  excess  of  female  deaths  in  the  period 
of  fifteen  to  forty  years  of  age.  Occasionally  some  other  period  will  show  an  excess  of 
female  deaths,  but  usually  the  deaths  in  such  periods  are  too  few  and  uncertain  to  form 
a  basis  for  comparisons,  as  may  be  noticed  in  the  reports  for  1884  and  1885  for  the  period 
of  100  and  over. 

By  an  examination  of  Table  49  it  will  be  seen  that  though  the  deaths  under  one  are 
above  the  average  for  twelve  years,  all  deaths  under  five  are  below  that  average.  The 
deaths  for  the  other  periods  given  in  that  table  are  above  the  average.

DEATHS  BY  MONTHS  AT  DIFFERENT  AQES. 

Table  50  may  be  seen  the  deaths  arranged  by  periods  of  age  and  by  months,  thereby 
^'^^bling  the  reader  to  study  the  influence  of  seasons  and  age  upon  mortality.  The 
^^^^iation  of  the  different  months  of  the  deaths  of  children  aged  under  one  year  is  not 
^^  %;Teat  as  in  1888  or  1884.  In  the  latter  year  the  lowest  month  was  5.08  per  cent  in 
J^^tiuary,  and  the  highest  14.76,  for  August.  In  1885  the  lowest  is  June,  with  6.50,  while 
^Q  highest  is  August  again,  with  11.17  per  cent ;  the  extremes  of  fluctuation  being  but 
^^7  per  cent,  as  against  9.68  in  1884. 

^or  the  period  under  5  August  shows  the  largest  per  cent  of  deaths;  from  5  to  10  the 

l^^^atest  per  cent  falls  to  December;  from  10  to  20  to  September;  from  20  to  50  to  April, 

^^d  for  50  and  over  to  December.    This  is  not  a  material  change  from  that  of  1884, 

^^cept  in  the  period  of  20  to  50,  the  largest  proportion  in  1884  was  in  November  instead 

^^  in  April.    The  deductions  heretofore  drawn  from  this  table  are  that  the  months  of 

^■Xtreme  heat  are  the  most  fatal  to  children,  while  the  cold  months  have  somewhat  more 

^^ban  their  proportionate  number  of  deaths  among  the  aged.    These  deductions  are  cor- 

^borated  to  some  extent  by  the  figures  of  this  table. 

Tables  51  and  52  contain  very  much  the  same  information,  except  that  it  is  given  more 
in  detail,  the  periods  being  reduced  to  their  lowest  terms,  to  years  for  adults,  and  years 
&&d  months  for  children  and  infants.

RELATIONS  OF  DEATHS  OF  CHILDREN'  TO  BIRTHS. 

The  various  relations  existing  between  the  births  and  the  excessive  number  of  infant 
deaths  may  be  still  further  studied  in  Tables  55,  56,  and  57. 

While  there  are  408  fewer  births  given  in  Table  55  than  in  last  yearns  report,  the  total 
deaths  of  infants  aged  under  one  year  are  466  greater,  being  an  increase  of  1.26  in  the  per 
cent  of  deaths  under  one  to  births.  The  usual  excess  of  deaths  of  male  infants  over 
females  is  about  two  per  cent;  in  this  table  the  excess  is  considerably  larger,  being  2.57 
per  cent  as  to  total  of  births. 

The  total  deaths,  by  months,  show  a  practical  uniformity  as  to  nimiber,  there  being 
no  great  excess  in  any  month,  and  bur  one  month,  November,  with  a  low  number.  In 
the  per  cent  of  deaths-  to  births  by  months,  February  stands  highest  with  14.52,  and 
November  lowest  with  9.18  per  cent,  the  extreme  fluctuation  being  5.34  per  cent. 

Table  56  will  repay  one  for  a  careful  study  of  the  facts  it  shows  so  concisely.  The  first 
column  gives  the  total  number  of  children  bom  in  1884,  and  in  each  month  of  that  year, 
who  died  aged  under  one  year.  The  first  diagonal  column  gives  the  number  who  died 
in  each  month  aged  under  one  month,  the  second  those  aged  one  month,  the  third  those 
aged  two  months,  and  so  on.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  periods  of  months  the 
probabilities  of  life  increase  with  the  age,  as  they  do  up  to  a  certain  limit,  in  the  periods 
of  years.  Thus  we  find  in  each  horizontal  line  that  the  number  of  deaths  decreases 
rapidly  with  increasing  age,  as  for  instance  the  month  of  August,  with  8,678  births, 
returns  205  deaths  under  one  month,  with  but  18  aged  11  months.  The  last  oolunm 
giving  the  per  cent  of  children  who  died  aged  under  one  month  to  total  births,  shows 
some  fluctuations,  the  colder  months  vying  with  August  and  September.  How  much 
of  these  fluctuations  is  due  to  actual  deaths  and  how  much  to  imperfect  registration,  it 
"iposslble  to  state.  The  average,  however,  is  somewhat  higher  this  year  than  last, 
^  as  against  4.84.

TOWHaHlPS  IN  WHICH  NO  DEATHS  OCCURRED. 

Sixty-seven  towns,  with  &  population  aggregating  over  eighteen  thousand,  report 
that  there  were  no  deaths  therein  during  the  year  1885.  It  is  true  that  a  large  nnmber 
of  the  towns  have  a  very  small  population,  but  there  are  many  whose  intiabitants 
aggregate  from  500  to  1,500,  and  it  seems  hardier  credible  that  no  deaths  should  occur 
in  such  townships,  when  there  is  an  averageof  onedeath  to  every  111  inhabitants  in 
the  State  at  large.

The  proportion  of  native-born  decedents  for  1885  is  nearly  three  per  cent  below  the 
average  of  the  ten  preceding  years,  while  that  of  the  foreign-bom  is  2.81  per  cent 
greater  than  that  average,  as  will  be  seen  by  examination  of  Table  64.  In  Massachu- 
.aetts  the  per  cent  to  total  deaths  in  1885  of  native-bom  and  foreign-born  decedents  was, 
respectively,  75.00  and  24.01. 

As  shown  elsewhere  in  this  report,  comparisons  based  upon  the  total  population  are 
not  just  to  the  native-bom,  with  its  larger  quota  of  children,  therefore.  Table  65,  giv- 
ing the  nativity  of  decedents  by  periods  of  age,  will  enable  the  student  to  make  his 
xsomparisons  by  the  periods  of  ages  most  likely  to  eliminate  that  element.  From  this 
table  we  find  the  rate  of  deaths  approximate  each  other  as  we  pass  out  of  childhood, 
.and  that  the  race  of  foreign-born  decedents  shows  a  tendency  to  excess  after  the  period 
.of  twenty  to  thirty.

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CAUSES  OF  DEATH.  1886. 

The  per  cent  of  deaths  returned  as  unknown  and  unclassified  in  1874  was  12.11,  but 
abnost  every  year  since  has  seen  a  reduction  of  this  per  cent,  so  that  for  1885  it  stands  at 
6.06,  just  about  one-half  of  what  it  was  twelve  years  previous.  No  doubt  with  reasonable 
diligence  on  the  part  of  those  taking  these  statistics  it  might  be  reduced  to  a  merely 
nominal  figure.  In  the  Massachusetts  report  for  1885  the  per  cent  of  unknown  and  un- 
classified is  but  1.3.  That  State  also  shows  a  gradual  reduction  in  this  respect,  the  above 
being  3.3  per  cent  lower  than  the  returns  for  1871. 

Table  67  shows  a  falling  off  in  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  of  over  four  per  cent 
from  the  returns  of  1884,  and  a  small  increase  in  each  of  the  other  four  grand  divisions. 
The  most  noticeable  contrasts  between  the  year  1885  and  the  average  are  a  decrease  of 
nearly  six  per  cent  in  zymotic  and  an  increase  of  over  Ave  per  cent  in  developmental 
QiseaseD. 

VIOLENT  DEATHS. 

There  is  no  material  change  in  the  number  of  violent  deaths,  of  which  907  were  re- 
ported, to  898  in  1884  and  940  in  1883.  An  examination  of  table  72,  giving  the  number 
of  deaths  for  twelve  years  from  seven  of  the  most  prominent  causes,  shows  a  falling  off 
from  the  report  of  1884  of  18  deaths  from  drowning  and  13  from  suicides,  with  an  in- 
crease of  10  cases  in  poisoning  and  a  smaller  increase  in  freezing,  homicide  and  railroad 
accidents. 

In  the  number  of  their  inhabitants  Massachusetts  and  Michigan  are  nearly  equal,  and 
it,  therefore,  is  a  matter  of  considerable  interest  to  note  comparisons  between  the  two 
States  in  the  various  matters  relating  to  this  report.  Thus  we  find  Massachusetts 
reporting  for  1886,  110  deaths  from  bums  and  scalds,  being  43  more  than  Michigan  ;  in 
poisoning  49,  or  23  more ;  in  railroad  accidents,  187  to  76  ;  drowning,  295  to  132  ;  freezing, 
5  to  6  ;  homicides,  15  to  28 ;  suicides,  176  to  91.  That  these  comparisons  are  not  acci- 
dental, we  give  the  average  per  year  of  the  two  States  for  the  ten  years  ending  with 
1885,  the  first  figures  being  for  Massachusetts  and  the  second  for  Michigan  :  Bums  and 
Bcalds,  96  to  75 ;  poisoning,  42  to  22 ;  railroad  accidents,  155  to  59 ;  drowning,  355  to  140 ; 
freezing,  4  to  3  ;  homicides,  15  to  15  ;  and  suicides,  156  to  71. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  know  what  causes  this  great  difference  in  the  fatalities  of 
the  two  States,  whether  it  is  due  to  a  more  perfect  registration  in  Massachusetts,  or  to 
more  care  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State.

DEATHS  IN  1885,   QROUPED  BY  PART  OP  BODY  DISEASED. 

Deaths  from  aftections  of  the  lungs  stand  as  usual  largely  in  excess  of  other  parts  of 
the  body,  being  over  one-fifth  of  the  total  deaths,  and  varying  very  little  from  the  pro- 
portion of  last  year  and  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years.  Deaths  from  bowel  diseases 
were  unusually  low,  nearly  three  per  cent  below  the  average,  which  causes  deaths  fron^ 
brain  diseases  to  take  second  place  this  year,  with  diseases  of  the  bowels  third,  and  th& 
four  remaining  groups  following  in  their  usual  order.

The  northeaet- 
cni,  which  was  lowest  last  year,  stands  next  the  highest  this  year,  while  the  northern 
division  with  its  ratio  of  .16  of  one  per  cent  is  the  lowest.

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UNUSUAL  CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

There  is  no  material  difFerenoe,  in  1885,  in  the  number  of  deaths  returned  under  the 
general  head  of  ''Casualties,''  as  compared  with  the  returns  for  1883  and  1884.  Acci- 
dental shooting  claims  9  fewer  victims  than  in  1884.  Horses,  by  kicking,  runaways 
and  wagon  accidents,  managed  to  dispose  of  29  human  lives  this  year,  as  against  87  in 
1884.  Bulls  are  also  accountable  for  4  deaths  this  year.  Returned  as  simple  "  acci- 
dents," without  specifying  the  cause,  there  were  122  this  year  as  against  128  in  188i

8TATISTI0S  CONCBRNINa  SUICIDE. 

The  following  table  shows  a  large  but  not  uniform  growth  in  the  number  of  suicides, 
which  have  increased  at  a  greater  ratio  than  has  the  population.  The  increase  of  popu- 
lation from  1874  to  1884  was  about  39  per  cent,  while  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
suicides  was  over  96  per  cent;  but  the  number  for  1884  was  unusually  large,  being  14.28 
per  cent  greater  than  in  1888  or  1885.  The  increase  for  1885  over  1875  was  just  75  per 
cent.  In  Massachusetts  the  rate  of  increase  for  the  same  period  was  nearly  11  per  cent, 
which  was  not  equal  to  the  rate  of  increase  of  population,  about  17  per  cent,  for  the 
same  period.

A  fact  worthy  of  note  is  that  by  tm  returns  suicide,  in  Michigan,  appears  to  be  con- 
fined almost  exclusively  to  the  white  population,  the  only  exception  being  the  case  of  a 
Mulatto  in  1878. 

Of  the  817  cases  returned  in  twelve  years,  615  were  males,  201  females  and  one  un- 
known ;  558  were  or  had  been  married,  222  single  and  87  whose  conjugal  relations  were 
not  g^ven.  Michigan  was  the  birthplace  of  191 ;  265  were  bom  in  other  states.  New 
York  contributing  the  largest  quota,  149,  followed  by  Ohio  with  44 ;  298  were  of  foreign 
birth,  over  half  of  whom,  151,  were  from  Germany,  47  from  Canada,  89  from  England 
and  25  from  Ireland  ;  the  nativity  of  68  was  not  given. 

Of  the  causes  of  death,  as  made  known  by  the  returns,  poison  ranks  first  as  usual  ^ 
followed  in  order  by  hanging,  shooting,  drowning  and  cutting  throat,  while  in  over 
one-half  of  the  cases  the  manner  of  death  was  not  returned. 

Based  upon  the  population  as  given  in  the  Census  of  1884,  Michigan  had  one  suicide  in 
1885  to  every  20,870  inhabitants ;  this  does  not  differ  materially  from  the  ratio  for  t he- 
entire  United  States  by  the  Census  of  1880,  when  there  was  reported  one  suicide  toi 
every  19,974  inhabitants.

PRINCIPAL  GAX7S1BS  OF  DKATH. 

Of  the  fifteen  leading  causes  of  death,  representing  over  one-half  of  the  mortality  in 
1885,  consumption  continues  to  stand  at  the  head,  with  over  one-ninth  of  the  total 
deaths  to  its  credit.  Diphtheria  takes  second  place,  which  it  usually  holds,  although  in 
1881  it  stood  at  the  head. 

Among  the  interesting  changes  that  may  be  noted  are  cholera  infantum  dropping 
from  fifth  position  in  1884  to  eleventh  in  1885.  Scarlet  fever,  which  stood  sixth  in  1883^ 
fell  to  fourteenth  in  1884,  and  has  fallen  out  of  this  list  in  1885.  Diarrhea  and  croup, 
which  were  eleventh  and  fifteenth  last  year,  have  also  fallen  out  this  year,  the  tiiree 
vacant  places  being  filled  by  dropsy,  casualty  and  inflammation  of  the  brain.  Cancer 
has  risen  ftom  twelfth  in  1884  and  eleventh  in  1883  to  ninth  in  1885.  As  a  matter  of 
comparison  we  give  the  twelve  most  prominent  causes  of  deaths  in  MaasachusettB  in 
1885  :  Consumption,  pneumonia,  heart  disease,  apoplexy  and  paraljrsis,  old  age,  still- 
bom,  cholera  infantum,  inflammation  of  brain,  bronchitis,  cancer,  diphtheria  and 
typhoid  fever.  These  twelve  causes  represent  over  64  pw  cent  of  the  total  deaths  in 
that  State  in  1885. 

There  appears  to  be  no  material  change  in  the  relation  or  per  cent  of  deaths  from  the 
fifteen  specified  causes  in  Table  81  to  deaths  from  all  causes  from  year  to  year.  The 
total  in  1885  is  57.44  per  cent,  to  57.66  in  1884,  56.6S  in  1883,  57.13  in  1882,  57.43  in  1881,. 
and  58,02  in  1880.

MORTALITY  FROM  TEN  PROMINENT  CAUSES  IN  1885. 

The  foUowing  tables  give  the  number  and  per  cent  of  deaths  in  1885  from  ten  promi- 
nent causes  by  months  and  periods  of  age.  The  diseases  which  appear  to  show  most 
prominently  the  effects  of  the  seasons  are  diarrhea,  dysentery,  croup,  diphtheria,  and 
measles.  The  first  two  show  an  almost  regular  increase  as  the  hot  months  come  on, 
decreasing  again  as  winter  approaches ;  while  the  contrary  appears  to  prevail  to  a  large 
extent  in  croup,  diphtheria  and  measles. 

As  usual  diphtheria  ranks  highest  of  these  ten  causes,  with  but  eleven  fewer  deaths  than 
in  1884,  while  cancer  comes  second  with  42  more  than  in  1884  and  20  more  than  in  1883. 
MeaoleB  are  unusually  low  this  year,  showing  but  88  as  against  144  last  year  and  258  the 
year  pireYious.  Dysentery  comes  next  with  55  fewer  than  in  1884.  The  other  most 
noticeable  changes  are  a  falling  off  of  148  deaths  from  diarrhea,  81  from  scarlet  fever 
and  127  from  typhoid  fever  as  compared  with  the  returns  for  1884. 

Aa  Ngards  age  it  will  be  noticed  that  in  all  but  cancer  and  typhoid  fever  there  is  a 
of  deaths  for  the  period  under  5  years,  diphtheria  being  the  only  cause  that 
^ige  pcroportion  of  deaths  into  the  second  and  third  periods,  although  cepha- 
did  aoaxlet  fever  show  quite  a  liberal  allowance  of  deaths  in  the  second

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Cancer, — In  table  84  is  given  a  Fecapitolation  of  all  deaths  from  cancer,  by  part  of 
the  body  affected,  for  14  years,  1870-1885. 

The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  for  the  14  years  was  8,781,  being 
an  average  of  270  per  year.  With  the  exception  of  two  years,  1882  and  1884,  there  has 
been  a  constant  increase  of  deaths  from  this  cause  since  1871 ;  the  returns  this  year 
give  42  more  deaths  than  in  1884.  The  excess  of  female  deaths  this  year  is  87,  being 
two  above  the  average  excess  for  the  14  years. 

There  is  no  great  variation  in  the  number  of  deaths  by  months  in  each  half  of  the 
year,  but  there  is  quite  an  excess  in  the  last  half  over  the  first,  the  deaths  as  reported 
giving  157  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  to  245  for  the  last  six,  or  an  excess  of  88 
in  the  last  half.  By  months  November  returns  the  largest  number  and  January  and 
March  the  least. 

About  one-half  of  the  cases  are  returned  '*  unspecified  "  as  to.  part  of  the  body  affected. 
Of  those  returned  as  known,  cancer  of  the  stomach  is  credited  with  nearly  one-half  of 
the  deaths,  while  cancer  of  the  breast  is  second,  with  about  one-seventh.

~It  is  held  by  all  authorities  on  the  subject  that  the  mortality  from  manj  diseases  ia 
-.Benaibly  affected  by  climatic  conditioDB.  For  purpoees  of  study  and  comparison  by 
-those  interested,  the  following  tables  have  been  prepared  showing  some  of  the  moe' 
important  meteon^ogical  conditions  for  the  year  1886.  These  tablee  are  the  results  of 
-obeerratiDnB  made  at  the  office  of  the  Stat«  Board  of  Health,  State  Agricultural  College, 

-  and  by  the  IT.  S.  Signal  Service. 

From  Table  80  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  temperature  for  1880,  42.90,  wae  very 
-low,  8,54  de^reee  below  the  average,  and  only  approached  by  that  of  1883,  when  it  was 
48.51,  and  in  1670,  which  was  48.09.  The  lowest  monthly  average  was  in  February, 
8.94  degreee,  being  10.68  degrees  below  the  average  of  that  month  for  ten  years.  July, 
the  hottest  month  in  the  year,  abowa  1.73  degrees  more  heat  than  the  ten  year  average. 

The  year  1886,  then,  was  not  only  the  coldest  of  the  past  ten  years,  but  it  had,  also, 
with  but  three  exceptions,  the  hottest  weathur.    That  is  to  say,  the  monthly  average  of 

-  the  hottest  month  was  only  exceeded  in  the  years  1878,  1879,  and  1881.

Croup, — A  trifle  over  two  per  cent  of  all  deaths  in  1885  were  due  to  this  disease,  the  * 
total  deaths  from  croup  being  337,  and  of  these  88.08  per  cent,  or  280,  were  under  5 
years  of  age ;  47  were  in  the  period  of  5  to  10,  7  in  10  to  15,  and  one  each  in  15  to  20,  25^ 
to  30,  and  70  to  75.  The  most  fatal  were  the  cold  months,  including  March,  April  and 
October.  December  stands  again  the  highest,  although  its  proportion  is  decidedly 
below  that  of  last  year,  being  13.  G5  to  16.98 ;  while  July  is  lowest  with  3.56  per  cent. 
In  1884,  five  months  were  above  the  average  and  seven  below,  while  in  1885  the  re- 
verse is  the  case. 

Certain  meteorological  conditions,  which  are  considered  to  have  an  influence  upon 
the  mortality  from  croup,  are  given  in  table  87.  It  appears  that  there  was  but  one  ex- 
ception, October,  to  the  proposition  that  the  air  was  colder  than  the  average  in  months 
when  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  from  croup  occurred.  The  same  month  is  also  the^ 
only  exception  to  the  proposition  that  more  than  the  average  number  of  deaths  from 
croup  occurred  in  months  in  which  there  was  less  than  the  average  quantity  of  vapor 
inhaled. 
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1883.  While  there  is  an  an  actual  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  diphtherial 
compared  with  last  year,  there  is  an  increase  in  the  proportion  of  deaths  froi 
-cause  to  deaths  from  all  causes.  The  per  o«nt  is  6.33  to  5.<K)  in  1884.  and  5.96  ir 
The  highest  proportion  was  in  1881,  when  10,72  per  cent,  or  over  one-t«nth 
deaths,  were  from  this  disease.  The  Huctuations  in  the  number  of  diphtheritic 
for  the  past  ten  years  were  as  follows  : 
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The  A»""ai  average,  as  computed  for  the  tea  years  18T6-1S8S,  continues 
being  1.141  this  year,  to  1.056  in  18S4,  although  there  U  no  increase  in  the  total  deatbj; 
from  diphtheria  ;  this  is  due  to  the  dropping  off  of  the  years  with  comparatively  fe« 
deaths,  18T5  dropping  out  of  the  ten  with  its  small  number  of  SOT  deaths  from  tW 
-cause.  The  seven  years,  1879-1885,  showing  excessive  mortality  from  djjihtheria,  givs 
an  average  of  1 ,374. 

Of  the  total  deaths  from  diphtheria  in  1885,  77.98  per  cent  were  children  under  loi 
j'eaia  of  age. 

The  following  tabular  exhibit  shows  the  deaths  from  diphtheria  by  the  elevot 
^geographical  divisions  of  the  State,  with  the  per  cent  or  relation  of  deaths  from  Q^ 
disease  to  deatljs  from  all  causes.  The  two  divisions  having  the  largest  per  cent 
1884  were  the  southeaatem  with  10.38.  and  the  northern  central  with  9.7B,  These  t' 
it  will  Ije  noticed  are  again  the  highest,  tbe  former  with  Q.Gl  and  the  latt«r  14.S5  p 
cent.  That  is,  about  one-seventh  ot  the  total  deaths  in  tbe  northern  central  divisic 
-were  caused  by  diphtheria. 
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Table  88  showa  the  number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria  in  1B8S  hj  months,  with  certain 
coincident  meteorological  conditions.  It  will  be  observed  that  there  are  Sve  exceptions 
this  year  to  the  proposition  that  more  than  the  average  number  of  deaths  from 
diphtheria  occurred  in  months  in  which  the  temperature  was  lew  than  the  average,  and

Typhoid  F^ver. — There  is  a  decided  falling  off  this  ^ear  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
this  disease,  being  887  to  514  in  1884  and  489  in  1888.  and  100  below  the  average  of  the 
last  twelve  years.  The  per  cent  to  deaths  from  all  causes  is  2.32,  with  a  considerable 
excess  of  males,  there  being  210  to  176  females  and  one  unknown.  The  six  months  of 
the  year  beginning  with  February  show  deaths  below  the  monthly  average,  the  remain- 
ing six  above.  September  leads  with  nearly  one-Bfth  of  the  total  deaths,  white  over 
one-baU  cd  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  lost  four  months  ot  th«  ^eax. 
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By  periods  of  age  the  largest  proportioD  to  the  namber  of  inbabitantB  of  the  same 
age,  b^  the  Census  of  1884,  is  in  the  period  of  IS  to  30 ;  the  proportioi)  of  inhabitantB  of 
Utot  age  to  all  inhabitants  was  about  10  per  cent,  while  the  proportion  of  deaths  from 
tjphoid  fever  for  the  same  age  was  12.14  per  cent.  Of  the  887  deaths  283  were  under 
40  years  of  age,  and  105,  or  about  27  per  cent,  were  over  40 ;  in  1884  onlj  18  per  cent 
were  above  that  age.

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The  total  deaths  from  the  diarrheal  diseases  classed  together  in  table  90  are  1,050, 
being  650  fewer  than  were  returned  for  the  same  diseases  in  1884,  and  187  below  the 
average  for  twelve  years ;  also  987  below  the  year  showing  the  greatest  number  of 
deaths,  1881.  The  greatest  decrease  is  in  diarrhea  and  cholera  infantum,  enteritis  being 
the  only  cause  that  shows  above  the  average.

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Diarrhea, — ^The  low  rate  of  mortality  from  this  disease  has  been  surpassed  in  three 
cases  only  in  the  past  fourteen  years,  in  1878,  1879  and  1882,  and  probably  not  in  the 
latter  year  if  allowance  is  made  for  the  difference  in  population.  The  rate  per  cent  to 
all  deaths  in  1885  is  1.57  as  against  2.27  in  1884. 

No  month  shows  a  large  excess  over  its  neighbor,  as  was  the  case  last  year,  when 
August  had  129  to  71  in  July  ;  this  year  those  two  months  show  the  highest,  but  are 
nearly  equal.  In  1884  August  gave  an  averas:e  temperature  of  66.10,  and  its  per  cent 
of  deaths  from  diarrhea  was  81.54 ;  for  1885  the  figures  are  68.28  and  22.61.  Taking 
July  in  the  same  way  we  find  for  1884  the  figures  were  66.70  and  17.86  ;  for  1885  both 
are  higher,  being  71.18  and  21.84.  The  highest  monthly  mortality  recorded  was  157 
for  the  month  of  August,  1881.  Comparing  the  meteorological  conditions  we  find  as 
follows,  for  August,  average  daily  range  of  temperature,  in  1881,  24.48  degrees;  in  1885, 
18.45  ;  average  temperature  in  1881,  74.68  degrees,  in  18S6,  68.28 ;  relative  humidity  in

Of  the  245  deaths,  186  were  among  males,  and  109  among  females.  The  extent  to 
which  scarlet  fever  prerails  among  joung  children  maj  be  Been  by  reference  to  Tabl« 
83,  where  158,  or  64.49  per  c«nt  of  all  the  deaths  in  1885  were  those  of  children  under 
five  years  of  age ;  319,  or  89.39  per  cent  were  under  ten  years  of  age. 

As  regards  season  of  year,  as  usual  the  greatest  mortality  occurred  in  the  cold 
months,  but  the  month  of  August  shows  an  unusually  high  rate  of  mortality  in  1885r 
being  13.25  per  cent  of  the  total  number. 

In  1885  there  were  four  exceptions  to  the  proposition  that  the  average  daily  tempera- 
ture  was  toteer  than  the  average  in  months  when  more  than  the  average  number  of 
deaths  from  scarlet  fever  occurred,  and  vice  veria.

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Consumption,— Ab  is  the  case  in  the  older  States  consumption  leads  all  other  causes 
of  death  in  the  number  of  its  victims.  The  deaths  reported  for  1885  as  due  to  consump- 
tion number  1,964,  a  falling  o£F  of  28  from  1883,  and  284  from  1884.  While  this  shows 
a  reduction  from  last  year  of  over  one-tenth,  there  is  but  little  change  in  the  relation 
of  deaths  from  this  disease  to  deaths  from  all  causes,  the  per  cent  being  12.17  in  1884, 
and  11.80  in  1885.  The  total  deaths  reported  from  consumption  under  the  registration 
laws,  from  1860  to  1885,  are  28,086  or  an  average  of  1,652  per  year.  By  sex  these  deaths 
aggregate  18,028  males  to  15,058  females,  or  87  males  to  every  100  females.  For  1885 
there  were  935  males  to  1,028  females,  being  a  ratio  of  91  males  to  every  100  females,  or 
48  males  and  52  females  in  each  100  decedents,  a  larger  proportion  of  males  than  the 
usual  ratio,  which  is  46  to  54. 

The  influence  of  the  months  and  seasons  upon  the  mortality  from  consumption  is 
shown  in  the  following  tabulated  exhibits.  In  1884,  the  deaths  by  half  years  were  quite 
evenly  divided,  the  excess  of  the  last  half  over  the  first  being  only  1.31  per  cent,  whUe 
it  was  4.20  per  cent  in  the  grand  total.  This  year  there  is  an  excess  of  6.26  per  cent  in 
the  first  half  of  the  year.  In  each  case  the  deaths  of  the  last  half  are  quite  evenlj 
divided  between  the  two  quarters,  but  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  there  is  a  large  excess 
in  the  second  quarter;  this  excess  amounted  to  5.64  per  cent  in  1884,  to  3.57  in  1885,  and 
5.18  for  the  seventeen  years.  By  months,  April,  May  and  December  present  the  largest 
proportion  in  the  table  for  17  years,  while  March  and  April  give  the  greatest  proportion 
of  deaths  for  1885. 

The  mortality  from  consumption  by  sex  and  periods  of  age  for  1885,  and  for  the  17 
years,  1869-1885,  may  also  be  studied  in  these  exhibits.  Usually  there  is  little  differ- 
ence in  the  relative  proportions  of  the  various  periods  of  life,  between  the  aggregate 
record  and  that  for  a  single  year,  but  in  1885  the  deaths  under  ten  fall  2.52  per  cent 
below  the  record  of  the  17  years.  As  usual,  however,  there  is  a  large  excess  of  deaths 
in  the  period  of  20  to  80,  which  is  this  year  1.27  per  cent  above  the  aggregate  record.

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Contrary  to  oouaumpdon,  this  disease  shows  more  deaths  among  malee  than  females, 
the  fignrefl  this  jear  being  4S0  to  813  and  1  onknown,  or  an  excess  of  108  male  dece- 
dents, being  a  proportion  of  135  males  to  100  females  ;  that  is,  out  of  every  100  deaths 
there  were  57  males  to  48  females. 

For  the  jeai«  187S-6  and  18S4r-S  the  months  of  February  and  March  were  the  most 
fatal,  but  in  the  remaining  eight  of  the  post  twelve  years  March  and  April  show  the 
largest  proportion  of  deaths.  July  and  August  show  the  least  number  for  1885  and  for 
the  average  for  t«n  jearg. 

The  deaths  under  5  years  of  age  bear  a  smaller  proportion  to  the  total  than  in  ISS4, 
being  41.47  per  cent  to  4S.S4.  The  deaths  over  60  represent  37.69  per  cent,  and  the  ages 
between  6  and  00  are  represented  by  30.15  per  cent.  Thlb  shows  a  larger  proportion  of 
deaths  at  the  eztremee  of  life,  and  when  we  come  to  examine  the  proportion  of  deaths 
at  these  agee  to  population  of  the  same  age  the  ratio  is  shown  to  be  still  fip^eater.  The 
per  c«nt  of  deaths  from  pneumonia  to  population  of  the  same  age  is  as  follows : 
■135per  cent  for  all  under  S  years  of  age;  for  those  aged  5  to  50  the  rate  is  only  .016  per 
cent,  while  for  those  aged  50  and  over  it  is  .086  per  cent.  From  this  it  appears  that  for 
those  aged  over  50  the  rate  is  over  five  times  that  of  from  5  to  SO,  while  for  children 
under  6  it  is  over  eight  times  as  great.

In  Table  S9  Eire  given  the  results  of  the  work  of  sixteen  jeare  in  the  compilatjoi 
statistics  regarding  the  average  age  at  death  of  persons  engaged  in  Tarious  occupatiot. 
or  pursuits.  The  longer  the  time  coTered  bj'  such  statistics  the  more  raluable  tbef 
become  for  purposes  of  reference.  No  definite  conclusion  can  be  drawn  from  the 
age  attained  by  any  single  individual,  but  when  a  suStcieut  number  engaged  in  an^ 
one  occupation  can  be  taken  collectively,  they  form  a  good  basis  for  an  aveniKe  estimate 
of  longevity,  or  expectation  of  life.  It  ia  upon  such  tables,  if  gathered  by  rehable 
authority,  that  life  ioaurance  compaaies  base  their  rates  and  business. 

In  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  twelve  general  classes,  and  that  the  highest 
average  age  by  class  ia  58.7^  years,  and  thu  lowest  43.20.  This  uhows  a  difference  of  over 
sixteen  years  between  the  longevity  of  cultivators  of  the  earth  and  seafaring  men,  and 
the  latter  are  closely  followed  in  shortness  of  life  by  those  who  come  under  Uie  head  of 
laborers.

Sib, — ^In  compliance  with  the  reqairements  of  the  laws  of  this*  State,  I  have 
the  honor  to  Bubmit  herewith  the  Twentieth  Annual  Beport  relating  to  Births, 
Marriages  and  Deaths,  returned  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  81, 1886. 

Daring  the  compilation  of  the  present  report  the  act  commonly  known  as 

the  ''  Marriage  License  Law  "  has  gone  into  effect,  and  sufiScient  time  has 

now  elapsed  to  observe  its  workings  and  some  of  its  merits.     As  mentioned 

elsewhere  in  this  volume  one  important  result  of  the  new  law  has  been  the 

earlier  and  more  perfect  registration  of  the  marriage  returns. 

An  examination  of  Exhibit  A,  on  page  1,  shows  that  the  number  of  births 
returned  in  this  State  in  1886,  was  41,095,  the  number  of  marriages  solem- 
nized was  16,631,  and  the  number  of  deaths  reported  was  18,187.  The  same 
exhibit  also  shows  an  excess  of  22,908  births  over  deaths  during  that  year, 
^hich  represents,  according  to  the  returns,  the  natural  increase  of  population 
:for  the  year.  With  the  exception  of  the  years  1883  and  1885,  this  is  the 
greatest  natural  increase  since  the  registration  in  Michigan. 

The  continued  social  and  material  prosperity  of  our  State  is  again  made 
evident  from  the  increased  number  of  births  and  marriages  for  the  year. 
If'early  60  per  cent  of  the  total  marriages  for  1886  were  between  parties  both 
of  whom  were  born  in  the  United  States  to  only  about  20  per  cent  where 
both  parties  were  foreign-born.  Further  information  on  this  subject  will  be 
found  in  Tables  36  and  37  of  marriages  where  it  is  more  fully  discussed. 

The  relation  of  mortality  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  State  is  one  of  the  most 
important  subjects  with  which  these  statistics  have  to  deal,  and  for  this  rea- 
son a  large  portion  of  the  present  volume,  like  the  preceding  ones,  is  devoted 
to  its  consideration.  Diseases  of  the  lungs  are,  to-day,  the  greatest  and  most 
widely  distributed  of  all  modern  causes  of  mortality,  and  consumption  has 
held  the  first  rank  each  year  among  the  leading  causes  of  death  in  Michigan 
with  but  a  single  exception  (diphtheria  in  1881)  during  the  entire  time  of 
registration.  In  Table  67  may  be  seen  the  mortality-rate  in  each  of  the  five 
general  classes  for  the  years  1884,  1885,  1886,  as  compared  with  the  average 
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for  ten  years  ending  with  1885.  The  moat  important  decline,  ae  oompam} 
with  the  average  for  ten  years,  is  in  the  zymotic  class,  the  rate  in  1886 
being  25.51  per  cent,  while  for  the  average  of  ten  years  it  is  27.39  per  oeot- 
of  the  deaths  from  all  canBes.  As  compared  with  the  year  1885,  there  ii  MM 
increase  in  the  rate  from  this  class  of  3. 75  per  cent,  owing  to  the  Isrgtf 
increase  in  the  namber  of  deaths  from  cholera  infantam  and  other  diarrheal  ' 
diaeases  during  1886.  The  Tarious  diseases  which  compose  each  class  will  be 
found  in  Table  77- 

The  facts  presented  for  consideration  in  the  present  report  have  been  c 
fally  compiled  and  tabulated  and  are  believed  to  he  accurate  in  every  r 
BO  far  as  the  returns  show.     That  they  may  prove  of  interest  and  value  to  tl 
people  of  Michigan  is  my  earnest  desire.

BIRTHS,  MARRIAGES  AND  DEATHS, 


IN   MICHIGAN, 
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The  total  number  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths,  as  retmrned  for  the  year  1886,  and 
the  more  important  facts  in  relation  to  them  may  be  seen  in  the  accompanying  tables 
and  exhibits. 

Exhibit  A  gives  a  concise  statement  of  the  nmnber  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths 
for  the  year  1886,  for  a  series  of  years,  and  also  the  average  for  ten  years.  For  the  year 
1886  there  were  recumed  41,095  births,  16.681  marriages,  and  18,187  deaths,  making  a 
grand  total  of  75,918.    This  number  is  2,132  more  than  were  reported  in  1885. 

As  compared  with  1885,  there  were  returned,  for  1886,  1,024  fewer  births,  1,615  more 
marriages  (the  original  number  of  marriages  for  1885  being  15,016),  and  1,541  more 
deaths.  The  average  annual  number  of  births  for  the  ten  years,  1876-1885,  was  36,735, 
the  average  number  of  marriages  14,724,  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  15,604. 
The  returns  for  1886  far  exceed  the  average  in  each  case. 

The  natural  increase  in  population,  or  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was  22,908.  While 
this  is  less  by  2,565  than  the  natural  increase  in  1885,  it  is  more  by  1,777  than  the  aver- 
age for  the  ten  years  1876-1885. 

Under  the  present  system  of  enumerating  births  and  deaths  after  the  year  in  which 
th%  occurred  has  passed,  a  large  number  are  evidently  overlooked.  In  order  to  offset 
this  a  correction  has  been  made  each  year  to  the  number  of  births  and  deaths  returned 
which  is  thought  to  bring  them  up  very  nearly  to  the  actual  figures.  This  correction 
will  be  found  in  the  lower  part  of  Exhibit  A.

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POPULATION. 

The  estimated  population  of  Michigan,  for  the  year  1886,  is  L972,607.  This  estimatt 
is  based  upon  the  annual  rate  of  increase  which  prevailed  from  1880  to  1884.  Although 
the  annual  rate  of  increase  from  1884  to  1890  may  be  somewhat  different  from  that  of 
1880  to  1884,  still  it  seems  to  be  the  most  available  method  at  present  and  one  least  open 
to  criticism. 

Based  upon  this  rate  of  increase,  the  population  of  the  State  for  the  years  1880-1886 
(that  for  tne  year  1880  and  1884  being  the  actual  figures  as  per  census)  would  be  as 
follows :

In  Elxhibit  B  the  population  of  the  State,  according  to  the  U.  S.  Census  of  1880,  was 
used  a»  the  basis  of  calculations  for  the  years  1882  and  1883,  while  for  the  yean  1884- 
1886,  the  population  of  the  State  according  to  the  census  of  1884  was  used.  In  this 
exhibit  may  be  found  some  of  the  interesting  relations  which  exist  between  births, 
marriages,  deaths,  and  inhabitants.  The  natural  average  daily  increase  of  popuUtioii 
for  1886,  by  the  returns  of  births  and  deaths,  was  63,  a  number  somewhat  smaller  than 
the  average  for  the  previous  year.  It  seems  from  the  facts  here  set  forth  that  for  the 
year  1886  one  child  was  born  in  Michigan  to  every  45  persons,  one  marriage  was  solem- 
nized to  every  111  persons,  and  one  death  occurred  to  every  102  persons.

Exhibit  E  shows  the  number  of  births,  deaths,  and  excess  of  births  over  deaths  for 
each  month  of  the  years  1881-1886,  also  the  average  espcess  of  births  for  the  ten  years 
1877-1886.  For  the  year  1886  the  largest  excess  of  births  appears  for  the  month  of  April 
and  the  smallest  for  January.  In  the  average,  the  largest  excess,  as  usual,  is  in  the 
month  of  December  and  the  smallest  in  January.

The  compilation  of  the  returns  of  births  for  1886  shows  that  41,095  children  were 
returned  as  having  been  bom  in  Michigan  during  that  year.  This  is  a  decrease  of  l,0d4 
from  the  number  returned  for  1885.  With  the  exception  of  1885,  however,  the  number 
of  births  returned  for  1886  is  larger  than  for  any  previous  year.  The  average  annual 
number  returned  for  the  sixteen  years,  1870-1885,  was  34,107,  which  is  6,988  less  than 
the  nujnber  returned  for  1886. 

Using  the  same  system  of  correction,  which  has  been  adopted  in  these  reports,  the 
number  of  births  returned  for  1886  should  be  increased  by  about  47.24  per  cent  in  order 
to  equal  the  number  of  children  which  were  probably  bom.  The  following  tabular 
exhibit  shows  what  per  cent  of  births  has  been  returned  and  what  per  cent  has  been 
added  as  a  correction  for  the  years  1877-1886,  also  the  average  for  these  years.

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PARENT-NATIVITY. 

Table  7  ifi  intended  to  show  the  parentage  of  children  returned  as  having  been  bom 
in  Michigan  during  the  year  1886.  The  percentage  of  children  of  native-born  parents 
has  increased  a  little  over  that  for  1885,  although  with  the  exception  of  1885  it  is  less 
than  for  anj  year  since  1870,  while  the  births  of  foreign  parentage  are  greater  than  for 
any  year  for  that  period  and  .33  of  one  per  cent  greater  than  for  1885.  The  average  per 
cent  of  children  born  of  native-bom  parents  for  the  sixteen  years  1870-1885  was  44.94, 
which  is  2.08  per  cent  more  than  that  for  1886.  The  average  per  cent  of  children  bom 
of  foreign-born  parents  for  the  same  period  of  years  was  34.54,  which  is  less  than  the 
per  cent  for  the  year  1886  by  2.76.  It  is  thus  seen  that  the  percentage  of  native  and 
foreign-born  parentage  has  decreased  and  increased  respectively  at  about  the  same 
ratio. 

The  proportion  of  children  born  of  mixed  parentage  was  not  as  great  for  1886  as  for 
1885,  but  was  greater  than  the  average  for  sixteen  years,  1870-1885,  by  .82  of  one  per 
cent.

In  Table  8  the  results  given  in  Table  7  may  be  compared  with  those  for  the  years 
1884, 1885,  1886,  and  the  average  for  ten  years,  1876-1885.  The  proportion  of  children 
bom  of  native-born  parents  for  the  year  1886  is  less  by  1.88  per  cent  than  the  average 
for  ten  yoars,  while  the  proportion  of  children  born  of  foreign-bom  parents  is  greater 
than  the  ten-year  average  by  2.81  per  cent.  In  both  classes  of  mixed  parentage  the 
ptmnntilgft  for  1886  is  greater  than  the  average  for  ten  years.  There  has  been  a  marked 
iBpi0veaient  in  the  last  few  years  in  the  proportion  of  births  of  children  whose  parent- 
Mi  WMI  not  returned.

TWIN  CHILDREJ^,  1888. 

The  returns  of  births  for  1886  show  that  501  pairs  of  twins  were  bom  in  tliis  State 
during  the  year,  which  was  twenty  pairs  more  than  were  reported  in  1885,  and  is  the 
largest  number  ever  recorded  in  Michigan.  In  147  cases  both  children  were  males,  in 
161  cases  both  were  females,  and  in  192  cases  there  was  one  child  of  each  sex,  making 
486  males  and  514  females.  In  one  pair  no  statement  of  sex  was  given.  The  propor- 
tion of  the  sexes  among  twin  births  for  the  year  1886  was  95  males  to  100  females,  while 
the  average  proportion  of  males  for  the.  ten  years  1876-1885  was  99.  Thisisamoch 
smaller  proportion  of  males  than  is  found  among  all  children  bom,  which  is  108  males 
to  100  females.  In  Table  10  the  months  are  arranged  in  drder,  those  months  first  which 
have  the  largest  number  of  twin  births.

FVom  Table  11  may  be  seen  the  nativity  at  the  parents  of  twins  for  the  year  1886. 
The  facte  here  presented  show  that  40.02  per  cent  of  the  twin  births  were  of  native- 
bom  parents,  39.72  per  cent  were  of  fnreign-bocn  parents,  and  17.56  per  cent  were  of 
parents  one  of  whom  was  Dative-bom  and  the  other  foreifcn-bom.  » 

These  figures  do  not  differ  mat«riaUj  from  those  of  1885.  By  nlernag  to  Table  7  it 
will  be  observed  that  the  proportion  of  foreign-bora  parents  was  2.42  per  cent  greater 
for  twins  than  for  all  children  born,  while  the  proportion  of  native-bom  parents  was 
l.M  per  cent  less  for  twins  than  for  all  children.  As  this  has  be«n  the  evidence  of 
former  years,  it  goes  to  show  that  there  is  a  larger  twin  birth-rate  among  the  foreign- 
bom  parents  than' among  the  native-born.

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The  legislature  of  1887  passed  an  act  commonly  known  as  the  **  Marriage  License 
Law,"  requiring  a  civil  license  in  order  to  marry  in  Michigan,  and  which  makes  appa^ 
ently  sufficient  provisions  for  the  proper  and  prompt  record  of  all  marriages  solemnized 
between  persons  one  or  both  of  whom  are  residents  of  this  State.  The  interest  and 
attention  awakened  by  this  law  has  undoubtedly  been  instrumental  in  securing  the 
record  and  return  of  many  marriages,  which  had  been  or  were  in  danger  of  being  de- 
layed far  beyond  the  legal  time.  This  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  there  were  returned 
1,615  more  marriages  for  1886  than  were  recorded  for  1885.  There  were  returned  also 
a  large  number  of  marriages  solemnized  in  previous  years,  the  recording  of  which  had 
been  neglected,  including  677  married  in  1885,  144  in  1884,  96  in  1883,  and  a  decreasing 
number  extending  back  nearly  two  decades. 

The  importance  of  a  prompt  and  accurate  record  of  every  marriage  should  not  be 
underestimated.  Circumstances  oftentimes  make  it  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  be 
able  to  prove  the  exact  time  and  place  of  marriage.  This  is  true  not  alone  for  the 
varied  pecuniary  interests  at  stake,  but  questions  of  personal  happiness  as  well  which 
cannot  be  estimated  by  any  pecuniary  standard.  The  fact  that  the  records  of  this 
office  are  almost  daily  searched  for  such  proofs  is  an  evidence  of  its  importance. 

In  this  connection  we  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  county  clerks  to  some  of  the 
errors  which  are  found  in  their  returns  when  examined  at  this  office.  One  of  the  most 
common  of  mistakes  is  where  the  record  of  a  marriage  is  not  filed  with  the  clerk  untU 
the  following  year  and  it  then  appears  with  marriages  of  that  year,  with  the  same  date, 
making  the  date  of  the  marriage  a  year  later  than  it  should  be.  The  fact  that  each 
year  we  correct  many  mistakes  of  this  kind  calls  for  more  care  on  the  part  of  county 
clerks  who  have  these  records  to  make.  It  is  thus  a  matter  of  great  importance  that 
the  returns  forwarded  here  should  be  correct  in  every  respect  and  no  returns  should 
leave  the  office  of  a  county  clerk  until  they  have  been  carefully  compared  with  the 
original  records. 

It  is  thought  that  the  new  license  law  which  will  be  found  published  near  the  close 
of  this  volume,  will  prevent,  in  a  great  measure,  the  liability  of  making  such  errors 
and  secure  more  accurate  and  prompt  returns  of  marriages. 

The  usual  statistics  of  marriages,  with  their  deductions,  comparisons,  and  computa- 
tions, are  presented  to  the  reader  in  the  following  pages  : 

The  total  number  of  marriages  returned  for  1886,  the  time  of  record  extending  to 
April  6,  1888,  was  16,631.  This  is  an  increase  of  1,615  over  the  original  and  988  over  the 
corrected  returns  of  1885  up  to  the  above  date. 
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These  figures  give  a  marriage-rate  for  1886,  based  upon  the  population  of  1884,  of  8.97, 
or  about  18  persons  in  every  thousand,  being  one  marriage  to  every  111  inhabitants. 
Using  the  estimated  population  for  1886,  given  as  1,972,5C7  on  previous  page,  the  mar- 
riage-rate would  be  reduced  to  8.48,  or  about  17  persons  per  thousand,  or  one  marriage 
to  every  119  inhabitants. 

By  the  year  and  specified  divisions  thereof  the  marriages  of  1886  average  as  follows :

Considered  with  reference  to  the  original  returns,  the  present  year  shows  an  unusually 
large  excess  of  marriages  for  the  last  quarter,  there  being  an  excess  of  1,651  in  the  last 
over  the  first  quarter,  which  usually  shows  the  least  number. 

The  order  of  the  quarters,  according  to  the  number  of  marriages,  is  fourth,  third, 
second,  and  first,  which  order  was  the  same  in  1883  and  in  1885.  In  1884  and  the  ten- 
year  average  the  first  and  second  quarters  change  places  by  a  small  number.  In  Massa- 
chusetts the  usual  order  is  given  as  fourth,  second,  third,  and  first,  and  it  is  stated  that 
in  England  such  has  been  the  order  of  the  quarters  with  scarcely  an  exception  for  the 
past  forty-eight  years.

The  number  of  marriages  per  month  for  the  years  1884-1886  and  the  average  for  ten 
years,  1876-1885,  is  given  m  Table  32.  In  last  year's  report,  the  order  of  months  in  each 
case  began  with  October,  November,  December,  and  September.  This  year,  with  the 
corrected  returns,  that  order  holds  good  only  for  1884  and  the  average,  while  for  1885 
and  1886  October  drops  to  third  place  and  November  stands  first.  The  closing  months 
of  the  year  seem  to  be  the  ones  most  favored  by  those  contemplating  marriage.  Feb- 
ruary again  shows  the  least  number  of  marriages,  although  June  still  holds  the  lowest 
rank  in  the  ten-year  average.

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NATIVITT  OF  PBBSONS  MABRIED. 

The  nativity  of  persons  married  in  1886,  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained  from  the 
returns,  is  shown  in  Table  36.  From  this  it  appears  that  both  parties  were  native-bom 
in  9,729  cases,  bolh  were  foreign-born  in  8,111  cases,  and  in  64  cases  the  nativity  of  both 
parties  was  not  returned.  There  were  1,457  native-bom  males  who  married  foreign- 
bom  brides  and  79  who  married  brides  of  unknown  nativity.  There  were  2,127  native- 
bom  females  who  married  foreign -born  husbands  and  29  who  married  husbands  of 
unknown  nativity. 

There  is  very  little  variation  in  the  per  cent  of  each  nativity  from  year  to  year,  the 
native-born  grooms  being  67.73  per  cent  in  1886  to  68.51  in  1885  ;  66.70  in  1884  and  66.22 
in  1883.  Native-bora  brides  were  71.46  per  cent  this  year  to  71.44  in  1885,  69.59  in  1884, 
and  69.62  m  1888.

The  per  cent  of  marriages  to  total  population,  and  of  each  sex,  by  nativity,  to  popu- 
lation of  the  same  is  shown  in  Table  37.  There  is  quite  a  notable  increase  in  all  the  per 
centages,  the  totals  standing  this  year  at  1.79,  1.71,  and  2.02,  while  in  1885  they  were 
1.62,  1.55,  and  1.80.  This  increase  is  considerably  greater  than  the  estimated  increase 
of  population,  for,  figured  upon  that  basis,  the  total  per  cent  would  be  increased  .07  per 
cent,  raising  the  1.62  to  1.69,  while  in  fact  it  is  1.79,  or  .17  per  cent  greater  than  in  1885. 

By  excluding  the  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  as  is  done  in  the  exhibit  follow- 
ing Table  87,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  marriages  of  native-born  exceed  those  of  foreign- 
bom,  in  relation  to  population,  by  .64  of  one  per  cent.  Last  year  the  excess  was  .62 
per  cent.  The  cause  of  this  difference  is  the  greater  disproportion  existing  between  the 
natiTe  and  foreign-born  children  than  between  the  native  and  foreign-born  adults.

In  Table  39  may  be  found  the  ave&*age  age,  by  nativity,  at  time  of  marriage,  of  all 
persons  of  both  sexes  for  the  years  18!jd-1886  and  the  averafice  for  ten  years  1877-1886. 
The  average  age  of  the  males  married  in  1886  was  about  28  years  and  94  days,  or  88 
days  younger  than  for  1885,  but  about  26  days  above  the  average  for  the  ten  years. 
The  average  for  the  females  married  in  1886  was  28  years  and  128  days,  or  15  days 
below  that  for  1885,  and  18  days  above  the  ten-year  average.  The  average  age  for  the 
foreign-bom  males  was  about  one  and  a  half  years  higher  than  for  the  native-born,  and 
for  the  females  about  one  and  three-fourths  years  higher  for  the  foreign-bom  than  for 
the  native.

M ARRI AGES— BT  SEX,  BT  AGE,  IN  YEARS.  7  5 

The  number  and  proportion  of  each  sex  married  in  1886  at  given  ages,  or  periods  of 
age,  may  be  found  in  Table  40.  From  this  it  appears  that  1,088  males  and  7,448  females 
were  married  under  21  years  of  age.  From  21  to  80  there  were  11,026  males  and  6,901 
females.  The  per  cent  of  males  under  21  was  6.54,  which  was  the  same  as  returned  for 
1885.  The  per  cent  of  females  was  44.79  as  compared  with  48.92  in  1885.  From  21  to 
80  the  per  cent  of  males  was  66.30  against  65.81  in  1885,  and  of  females  41.50  against 
42.84  in  1885.  The  proportion  of  marriages  from  20  to  80  years  of  age^  was  70.15  for 
males  and  51.32  for  females,  as  compared  with  69.66  for  males  and  51.04  for  females 
in  1885. 

PERSONS  MARRIED  UNDER  TWENTT-ONE  YEARS  OF  AGE. 

In  1886  there  were  8,536  persons  married  in  Michigan  under  21  years  of  age,  of  whom 
1,088  were  males  and  7,448  were  females.  This  is  a  larger  number  than  appears  for 
any  preceding  year,  and  is  more  by  959  than  was  returned  for  1885  The  nearest 
approach  to  this  number  was  in  1883,  when  there  were  8,091  persons  married  under  21 
years  of  age.  The  percentage  of  all  married  under  21  to  the  whole  number  married 
was  25.66  in  1886,  25.28  in  1885,  and  25.14  in  1884. 

Only  males  who  have  attained  the  full  age  of  18  years  and  females  th^  full  age  of  16 
years,  are  capabie  in  law  of  contracting  marriage  in  this  State.  Notwithstanding  this 
statute,  for  the  violation  of  which  there  is  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars  or  spending 
a  year  in  the  county  jail,  there  are  a  number  of  marriages  returned  each  year  where 
one  or  both  of  the  contracting  parties  are  under  the  legal  age.  In  1886,  7  males  and 
126  females  were  under  the  required  age  when  married.  There  were  6  males  married 
at  the  age  of  seventeen  and  one  at  the  age  of  sixteen  ;  101  females  were  married  at  the 
age  of  fifteen,  21  at  fourteen,  8  at  thirteen,  and  one  at  twelve.  This  female  at  twelve 
years  of  age  was  united  with  a  man  of  37,  and  the  marriage  was  returned  from  Arenac

There  were  18,187  deaths  returned  in  1886,  an  increase  of  1,541  over  the  number 
reported  in  1835,  and  an  increase  of  131  over  the  number  reported  in  1884.  With  the 
exception  of  the  year  1881,  the  number  returned  for  1886  is  larger  than  for  any  preced- 
ing year.  The  population,  according  to  the  State  census  of  1884,  represented  by  the 
returns  of  deaths  for  1886,  was  1,848,064,  and  the  ratio  of  deaths  to  population  was  9.8 
to  1,000. 

Corrected  for  omissions  in  the  enumeration,  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  1886 
is  estimated  at  25,210,  and  the  death-rate  13.6  to  1,000  inhabitants.  Even  this  ratio  is 
evidently  too  small,  as  the  death-rate  in  Massachusetts,  which  State  has  as  accurate  a 
system  of  registration  as  any  in  this  country,  for  the  year  1886  was  18.85  per  thousand, 
and  its  average  death-rate  for  the  thirty-six  years,  1851-1886,  was  19.40.  In  the  State 
of  Rhode  Island  the  annual  death-rate  exceeds  16  in  every  thousand,  and  in  England 
and  most  foreign  countries  the  death-rate  is  somewhat  higher  than  that  of  Massachu- 
setts. While  the  States  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island  have  a  larger  population 
to  a  given  territory  than  has  jSiichigan,  and  their  inhabitants  are  subjected  to  dangers 
to  health  arising  from  factory  life,  still  the  death-rate  in  this  State  would  be  found  to  be 
much  larger  if  a  more  accurate  system  of  registration  was  adopted.

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SEX  OF  DECEDENTS. 

Table  46  shows  the  number  and  proportion  of  the  sexes  among  the  decedents  in 
Michigan  for  the  fourteen  years  1873  to  1886,  and  the  average  for  the  same  time.  The 
excess  of  male  deaths  for  1886  was  1,828,  being  188  less  than  last  year,  and  the  relative 
proi)ortion  was  about  116  male  to  every  100  female  deaths.  The  total  excess  of  male 
deaths  for  the  fourteen  years  of  the  table  was  14,865,  and  the  average  proportion  of  the 
sexes  for  that  time  has  been  115  males  to  100  females.  The  ratio  of  births  during  the 
same  period  was  about  108  males  to  100  females. 
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Table  47  exhibits  the  number  and  percentage  of  the  total  deaths  after  the  additions 
have  been  made  to  correct  the  omissions.  As  these  additions  are  graded  according  to 
the  length  of  time  elapsed  between  the  occurrence  of  the  deatlis  and  their  enumen- 
tion,  the  order  of  the  months  is  uauallj  changed  from  that  in  the  table  of  origiual  k- 
turns.  The  excess  of  greatest  month  over  least  is  819.  or  448  above  the  monthlj  avH- 
age.  The  months  of  August,  September,  March,  October  and  December  show  deatbf 
above  the  average.  April  has  the  avenige  number,  and  tha  remaining  months  are  be- 
low it.  March,  June,  October,  November  and  December  ocoup7  higher  places  in  1S9S 
than  in  the  ten-year  average,  while  February,  April,  May  and  July  stand  lower.

AQES  OF  PERSONS  WHO  DIED  IN  MIOHIQAN  IN  1886. 

In  Table  48  are  presented  the  deaths  by  age  and  sex  for  the  different  periods  of 
life  during  the  year  1886.  It  shows  that  more  than  a  fourth  of  all  the  deaths  were 
those  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  more  than  a  third  of  the  total  mortality 
occurred  among  children  under  five.  The  average  per  cent  of  deaths  under  one  for 
the  twelve  years  1875-1886  was  25.78,  and  the  average  per  cent  for  children  under  five 
for  the  same  period  of  years  was  89.60. 

The  proportion  of  males  and  females  among  the  decedents  at  different  ages  is  also 
shown  in  this  table.  In  the  period  imder  one  year  of  age,  the  deaths  of  males  largely 
predominate,  the  excess  being  609,  or  12.92  per  cent,  and  is  in  the  proportion  of  about 
180  males  to  100  females.  In  the  ages  from  15  to  45  there  is  an  excess  among  female 
decedents,  which  fact  is  quite  significant. 

In  the  State  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  1886  the  per  cent  of  deaths  among  children 
under  one  was  21.05  and  of  those  under  5,  it  was  81.61.  The  average  per  cents  for  the 
fifteen  years  1872-1886,  were  20.94  and  84.00  respectively.  As  compared  with  our  own 
State  the  above  shows  a  reduction  of  about  5  per  cent  in  infant  mortality,  which  may 
be  seen  by  an  examination  of  Table  49,  which  is  similar  to  the  table  published  in  the 
report  from  Massachusetts.

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INFANT  MORTALITT. 

The  ratio  of  stiU-birthB  to  the  total  number  of  deaths  is  shown  in  TaUe  53.  The  per 
cent  for  1886  is  about  the  same  as  the  average  for  ten  years  and  is  one  ^er  cent  leas 
than  that  for  1885,  which  was  larger  than  for  any  previous  year  since  the  registratioD 
in  this  State.  The  decrease  in  1886  corresponds  with  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
births  returned.

RELATIONS  OF  DEATHS  OF  CHILDREN  UNDER  ONE  TO  BIRTHS. 

Table  55  presents  the  particulars  concerning  the  deaths  of  all  children  bom  in  1885 
who  died  either  in  the  year  of  birth  or  in  1886  and  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year. 
The  total  births,  42,088,  exceed  tlie  number  in  last  report  by  1,724,  while  the  total  deaths 
in  the  same  table  fall  short  of  the  year  before  by  818  ;  this  reduces  the  per  cent  of 
deaths  under  one  to  total  births  from  11.67,  in  last  report,  to  10.44.  The  excess  of  the 
males  over  the  females  is  620,  or  2.81  per  cent  as  against  2.57  per  cent  in  last  report 
The  month  of  April  leads  with  432,  or  66  above  the  monthly  average  of  866,  while  Jan- 
uary is  lowest  in  rank  with  331,  or  35  below  the  average. 

Table  56  gives  the  number  of  deaths,  by  age  and  month,  of  all  children  bom  in  1885 
who  died  under  one  year  of  age.  The  first  figures  in  each  horizontal  line,  where  lines 
of  same  month  intersect,  give  the  deaths  within  a  month  of  birth,  consequently  thej 
represent  deaths  of  children  less  than  a  month  old,  the  total  appearing  at  the  bottom  of 
the  table,  in  the  column  designated  by  minus  one.  The  second  figures  indicate  deatbs 
of  children  of  one  month  of  age,  the  third  of  two  months,  and  so  on.  The  fewest 
deaths  appear  this  year  at  10  months,  while  last  year  they  were  at  11.  Usually  there  is 
quite  a  regular  decrease  from  one  month  to  the  eleventh,  but  this  year  there  is  con- 
siderable fluctuation,  the  age  of  six  being  higher  than  any  from  fourth  to  eleventh.

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RELATIONS  OF  DEATHS  OF  CHILDREN  TO  BIRTHS,  BY  MONTHS. 

The  per  cent  of  deaths  under  the  age  of  one  month  to  births  in  1886,  by  sex  and  for 
the  total,  is  given  in  Table  57.  The  per  cent  of  males  is  greater  than  that  of  femalei, 
which  fact  i^  repeated  each  year  and  accords  with  extended  observation.  Not  only  is 
the  proportion  of  males  born  to  females  greater,  but  the  proportion  who  die  under  the 
age  of  one  month  is  also  greater.  This  no  doubt  is  owing  to  structural  conditions  at 
birth  which  seem  to  favor  the  life  of  the  female  child. 

DEATHS  OF  CENTENARIANS.     ' 

According  to  the  returns  of  deaths  only  three  persons  died  in  Michigan  in  1886  who 
were  one  hundred  years  old  or  over.  Two  of  these  individuals  were  males  and  wen 
bom  in  Scotland  and  Ireland.  The  female  was  the  oldest  of  the  three  and  was  bom  in 
New  York. 

DEUNQUENT  TOWNSHIPS. 

For  the  year  1886  there  were  14  townships  from  which  no  returns  of  deaths  were  re- 
ceived. These  townships  represent  a  population,  according  to  the  census  of  1884,of  5,594 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  many  deaths occurre<l  therein.  Every  supervisor  whofai]8,b]r 
refusal  or  neglect,  to  make  these  returns  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  tnd 
the  costs  of  prosecution. 

TOWNSHIPS  IX  WHICH  NO  DEATHS  OCCURRED. 

There  were  64  townships  in  Michigan  in  which  it  was  reported  that  no  deaths  oc- 
curred in  1886.  The  number  of  deaths  in  some  of  these  thinly  settled  townshipe  is 
no  doubt  small,  but  it  is  hardly  credible  that  no  deaths  should  occur  in  townships  hav- 
ing a  thousand  or  more  inhabitants.

Table  64  shows  the  relative  proportion  of  native,  foreign-bom  and  unknown  de 
cedents  to  total,  for  the  years  1884-6  and  the  average  for  the  ten  years  precadio^ 
1886.  The  per  cent  of  native-bom  decedents  is  1.15  greater  than  in  1885,  bat  1.35 
below  the  ten-year  average;  the  foreign-bom  are  1.47  below  the  rate  in  1885,  ud 
1.01  greater  than  the  average ;  the  per  cent  of  unknown  nativity  is  unusually  large 
this  year. 

The  figures  in  Table  65  give  the  population  and  deaths  by  nativity,  sex,  periods  of 
age,  and  death-rate,  or  number  of  deaths  to  each  hundred  of  population.  As  usual  the 
death-rate  for  the  totals  is  greater  for  the  native  than  for  the  foreign-bom,  and  in  the 
periods  of  age  the  difference  is  particularly  noticeable  in  the  period  under  5;  after  that 
period  they  will  be  found  to  more  nearly  approximate  each  other. 

By  throwing  out  the  population  under  5,  in  which  period  the  ratio  of  native  to 
foreign-bom  is  not  in  proper  proportion,  we  shall  find  that  there  is  really  a  greater 
average  death-rate  among  the  foreign-bom  than  among  the  native  population.  Ex- 
cluding that  period  the  native  male  population  is  586,809  and  the  deaths  3,685,  giv- 
ing a  death-rate  of  6.3  per  thousand ;  the  foreign-born  male  population  266.326, 
deaths  1,942,  and  death-rate  7.3  per  thousand.  The  female  population,  native 
556,979,  deaths  3,547,  death-rate  6.4  per  thousand ;  foreign-born  208,906,  deaths  1,492, 
death-rate  7.1  per  thousand. 

Table  66  presents  the  deaths  by  counties,  arranged  by  total  deaths,  native,  foreign, 
unknown  and  by  the  sex  of  decedents.

No  more  important  imf  ormation  can  be  obtained  tban  that  which  relates  to  the  causes 
of  death  in  a  community  or  State,  and  for  this  reason  the  greatest  possible  care  should 
be  exercised  in  its  collection.  It  has  been  well  said  that  **  the  value  of  mortality  re- 
turns depends  mainly  upon  the  accuracy  and  the  completeness  of  the  original  records." 
In  view  of  these  facts  it  should  elicit  the  most  careful  consideration  on  the  part  of  those 
whose  duty  it  is  to  make  these  returns.  We  speak  more  particularly  of  the  original  re- 
turns made  by  the  supervisors,  for  upon  them  mainly  depend  the  accuracy  and  com- 
pleteness of  the  data  collected.  Although  there  is  much  to  commend  and  it  is  encour- 
aging to  note  a  marked  improvement  over  former  years,  still  there  might  be  a  great 
advance  made  in  respect  to  the  causes  of  death,  as  may  be  seen  from  the  number 
returned  as  unknown. 

Table  67  enables  us  to  study  the  number  and  proportion  of  deaths  in  1886  from  each 
of  the  five  general  classes  as  adopted  by  the  late  Dr.  Farr,  of  England,  and  as  used  in 
most  of  the  registration  reports.  The  most  interesting  feature  in  the  table  this  year, 
perhaps,  is  the  increase  in  the  proportion  of  deaths  from  the  zymotic  class,  which  is 
25.51  as  compared  with  21.76  in  1885,  an  increase  of  8.75  per  cent,  although  1.88  per  cent 
less  than  the  average  for  ten  years  ending  with  1885.  Turning  to  Table  69,  which  gives 
some  of  the  most  prominent  zymotic  diseases,  will  be  seen  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  deaths  from  each  cause  over  that  reported  in  1885.  Cholera  Infantum  and  the 
diarrheal  diseases  also  helped  to  swell  the  number  of  deaths  in  this  class. 

The  proportion  of  deaths  from  each  of  the  other  classes  is  less  for  1886  than  for  1885 
by  about  one  per  cent.  The  variation  in  the  class  of  constitutional  diseases  is  not  so 
marked  as  in  some  of  the  others,  it  being  nearly  the  same  as  the  average  for  ten  years. 

Local  diseases  show  a  percentage  of  nearly  one  per  cent  less  than  in  1885,  but  2.25  per 
cent  above  the  ten-year  average. 

The  mortality-rate  from  developmental  diseases  presents  a  greater  variation  from  that 
of  the  average  than  any  other  class.  The  number  of  deaths  from  violent  causes  was  16 
more  than  in  1885,  but  the  proportion  is  .38  of  one  per  cent  less. 

During  1886,  67  males  and  5  females  lost  their  lives  by  railroad  accidents.  Sixty -four 
males  and  18  females  committed  suicide.  One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  males  and  15 
females  were  reported  drowned.  Ten  males  and  8  females  were  reported  poisoned. 
Fifty-eight  persons  were  burned  or  scalded  to  death.  Two  from  exposure  ;  25  from  suf- 
focation and  strangulation;  one  from  starvation;  80  from  murder;  and  850  from  acci- 
dents of  various  kinds,  compiled  in  Table  78  as  '*  Casualty.'*

PRINCIPAL  CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

ConsumptioQ,  as  usual,  held  the  first  rank  among  the  fifteen  leading  causes  of  death 
in  Michigan  for  the  year  1886.  With  the  single  ezeeption  of  the  year  1881,  when  di|>h- 
theria  held  first  place,  consumption  has  sto«d  at  the  head  of  the  list  as  a  destroyer  of 
human  life  in  this  State.  The  per  cent  of  deaths  from  consumption  to  deaths  from  all 
causes  was  11.28  in  1886,  11.80  in  1885,  12.17  in  1884,  and  11.78  in  1883.  Although  the 
male  population  of  Michigan  exceeds  that  of  the  female,  the  proportion  of  deaths  of 
females  from  consumption  was  3.33  per  cent  greater  than  that  of  males. 

Next  to  consumption,  diphtheria  has  been  the  most  destructive  disease  in  Michigan 
during  the  years  1878-1886.  With  the  other  more  prominent  causes  of  death,  the  order  in 
regard  to  the  largest  number  varies  more  or  less  from  year  to  year.  Among  the  most 
noteworthy  changes  from  1885  may  be  mentioned  the  rise  in  cholera  infantum  from 
eleventh  place  in  1885  to  seventh  place  in  1886.  Scarlet  fever,  which  stood  sixth  in 
1883,  fell  to  fourteenth  in  1884  and  disappeared  from  this  list  in  1885,  and  does  not 
appear  in  1886. 

The  fifteen  principal  causes  of  death  represent  56.83  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality 
for  1886,  as  compared  with  57.44  in  1885, 57.66  in  1884,  and  56.93  in  1883.  Some  of  these 
important  causes  of  death  will  be  considered  again  in  subsequent  pages. 

MORTALITY  FROM  TEN   PROMINENT  CAUSES  IN  1886. 

Tables  82  and  83  are  devoted  to  the  particulars  relating  to  ten  specified  causes  of 
death,  representing  in  all  3,907  deaths,  or  21.48  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  reported 
for  1886.  >  Diarrhea  leads  in  monthly  fluctuation,  rising  from  3  deaths,  or  .79  per  cent, 
in  February  to  128,  or  33.86  per  cent  in  August,  a  difference  of  33.07  per  cent  between 
least  and  greatest  monthly  percentage.  The  disease  showing  greatest  uniformity,  or 
least  monthly  fluctuation,  is  cephalitis,  with  6.63  percent  difference  between  the  highest 
month,  August,  and  the  lowest,  January.  The  usual  high  rate  of  hot- weather  mortal- 
ity is  shown  in  diarrhea  and  dysentery,  while  scarlet  fever  appears  to  be  the  least 
affected  by  the  seasons.  Croup  and  diphtheria  show  a  greater  increase  in  the  cold  and 
damp  months,  and  typhoid  fever  and  whooping-cough  in  the  late  summer  and  fall 
months. 

Diphtheria  leads  again  in  the  number  of  deaths,  showing  1,117  to  1,054  in  1885,  while 

typhoid  foTer  takes  second  place,  which  was  held  by  cancer  in  1885.    An  increase  in 

relatiye  per  cent  of  all  deaths  is  shown  over  last  yearns  report  in  cephalitis,  croup,  diar- 

'riiea,  dysentery,  measles,  scarlet  and  typhoid  fevers,  and  whooping-cough,  the  greatest 

v^lioirtionate  increase  being  shown  by  measles,  which  are  over  three  times  the  rate 
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per  cent  of  18B5.  Cancer  and  diphtheria  are  the  only  diseases  in  the  table  which  show 
a  decrease  in  per  cent  from  1885,  although  there  is  an  actual  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  the  latter  cause. 

Cancer  and  typhoid  fever  are  the  only  diseases  in  the  table  which  do  not  show  a 
large  excess  of  deaths  in  the  period  of  age  under  5.  Of  the  other  eight  causes,  diph- 
theria is  the  only  one  which  shows  fewer  deaths  in  the  period  under  five  than  in  the 
remaining  periods  combined.  Cancer  shows  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  in  the 
period  of  55  to  60,  and  typhoid  fever  in  that  of  15  to  20.  There  were  five  deaths 
from  whooping-cough  in  the  period  of  5  to  10,  but  none  in  an  older  period,  and  but 
three  from  croup  in  periods  older  than  10  to  15.

VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  MICHIGAN,  1886. 


MORTALITY  FROM  CANCER. 

In  Table  84  are  given  some  of  the  statistics  concerning  cancer  for  the  fifteen  yean, 
1872-1886,  by  which  it  appears  that  4,172  deaths  have  been  returned  from  this  disesie 
during  these  years.  Of  this  number  1,818,  or  43.58  per  cent,  were  males  and  2,354,  cr 
56.42  per  cent  were  females.  Taking  into  consideration  the  excess  of  the  male  populi- 
tion  over  that  of  the  female  in  the  State,  the  excess  of  deaths  among  the  femalei  m 
considerably  greater  than  the  results  in  the  table  imply. 

There  were  391  deaths  from  cancer  in  1886,  as  compared  with  403  in  1885,  361  in  1884, 
388  in  1883,  and  301  in  1882.  The  average}  number  for  the  fifteen  years,  1872-1886, 
was  278.  In  1886  the  largest  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  occurred  in  the  months  of 
July  and  October,  and  over  56  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  were  at  ages  between 
forty-five  and  seventy  ;  only  28  were  returned  at  ages  under  thirty. 

More  than  one-half  of  the  deaths  are  returned  under  the  general  term  cancer  with- 
out specifying  the  organs  afiected.  Of  those  in  which  the  part  of  the  body  affected  is 
stated,  cancer  of  the  stomach  exceeds  all  others  by  a  large  majority.

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METEOBOLOOY  AND  ITS  RELATION  TO  DEATHS. 

In  the  folio  wing  tables  are  given  the  deaths  from  certain  diseases  supposed  to  be 
influenced  by  the  varying  meteorological  conditions  which  constitute  the  climate  of  a 
ooontrj,  and  so  arranged  as  to  show  the  number  of  deaths  in  each  month  with  the 
ooincident  meteorology.  The  observatioi^s  and  data  on  which  these  tables  are  based 
were  made  and  furnished  to  this  department  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  State  Agri- 
cultural College,  and  the  U.  S.  Signal  Service. 

The  average  monthly  and  yearly  temperature  for  ten  years  is  exhibited  in  Table  85f 
by  which  it  appears  that  the  average  temperature  for  1886  differs  but  little  from  the 
ten-year  average.  The  monthly  average  for  1886  of  the  three  coldest  months  combined 
is  nearly  three  degrees  above  that  of  1885,  being  20.26  to  17.34,  and  it  is  over  three 
degrees  below  the  ten  year  average,  28.86,  for  the  same  three  months.  The  July  aver- 
age is  below  that  of  1885,  while  those  of  August  and  September  are  above. 

As  was  the  case  in  1885,  the  yearly  average  is  below  the  ten-year  average,  and  while 
the  cold  months,  January,  February,  and  December,  are  below  that  average,'the  hot 
months,  July,  August,  and  September,  are  slightly  above  it.

Croup. — The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  reported  in  1886  was  400,  which  wa8 
the  greatest  number  ever  returned  for  any  one  year  since  the  registration  in  this  State. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  for  the  past  ten  years  has  been  as  follows  :  337 
in  1885,  325  in  1884.  836  in  1883,  349  in  1882,  380  in  1881,  322  in  1880,  278  in  1879,  236  in 
1878,  164  in  1877,  and  178  in  1876.  The  average  for  these  years  was  291,  while  the 
average  for  the  ten  years,  1877-1886,  was  313. 

The  death-rate  from  croup,  as  compared  with  the  total  mortality,  was  also  higher  for 
1886  than  for  any  preceding  year,  being  2.20  per  cent,  and  the  nearest  approach  to  this 
rate  was  2.12  in  1882. 

The  great  fatality  of  infancy  was  again  shown,  the  deaths  under  five  years  of  age 
being  81.50  per  cent  of  the  whole  number.  The  cold  months  of  the  year,  as  usual,  show 
the  largest  proportion  of  deaths,  over  sixty  per  cent  occurring  in  the  months  of  Novem- 
ber, December,  March,  October,  and  January. 

Table  87  shows  the  relation  of  certain  meteorological  data  to  deaths  from  croup,  and 
is  constructed  with  regaid  to  propositions  given  in  the  foot-notes.  This  table  resembles, 
in  its  construction  and  relations,  that  of  several  succeeding  ones. 
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Diphtheria. — For  four  yean  there  has  been  comparativelj  little  change  in  the  number 
of  deaths  from  diphtheria,  which  number  1.117  in  1886,  an  increase  of  68  over  18S5.  In 
proportion  to  all  deaths  the  rate  is  lower  this  jear  than  last,  the  per  cent  being  6.14  to 
6.38.    The  four  years  from  18T9  to  1882,  inclusive,  had  shown  a  large  death-rate  from 
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this  cause,  especially  in  1881.  when  the  number  of  deaths  reached  2,063,  theaTer^e 
for  these  years  being  1,624  to  1,061  for  the  fouTyears  from  1888  to  1886.  But  the  mor- 
tality from  this  disease  was  very  low  for  the  four  years  still  preceding,  from  1875  to 
1878,  when  the  average  was  only  500.  The  deaths  reported  from  this  dread  disease  for 
twelve  years  are  given  herewith  :

The  ten-year  average,  1877-1886,  shows  a  gradual  increase,  being  1,222  this  year  to 
1,141  in  1885  and  1.056  in  1884.  The  average  for  the  years  since  1879  is  1,342  as  against 
1,374  last  year. 

As  legards  age,  75.65  per  cent  of  the  deaths  from  diphtheria  were  of  children  under 
ten.  By  periods,  43.78  per  cent  were  under  five,  bl.87  per  cent  were  from  five  to  ten, 
12.00  from  ten  to  fifteen,  with  about  12.26  per  cent  above  that  age. 

By  geographical  divisions,  the  deaths  were  as  shown  in  the  following  tabular  exhibit, 
which  gives  also  the  relation  of  these  deaths  to  the  deaths  from  all  causes.  As  usual, 
the  largest  proportion  or  percentage  is  shown  by  the  northern  central,  althoo^  it 
stands  nearly  two  per  cent  lower  than  for  last  year,  and  the  southeastern  is  again  sec- 
ond with  a  trifie  lower  rate  than  in  1885.  The  central  shows  the  greatest  falling  off 
from  1885,  the  proportion  of  deaths  being  over  35  per  cent  less,  or  2.78  per  cent  of  the 
total  deaths  from  all  causes.  The  southern  central  shows  the  largest  gain,  about  24  per 
cent,  or  2.02  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths.

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Consumption, — AlthouKh  the  proportion  of  deaths  from  oonsamption  to  deaths  from 
all  causes  is  a  trifle  less  in  1886  than  in  1885,  and  nearly  one  per  cent  less  than  in  1884, 
this  disease  still  stands  at  the  head  in  the  number  and  proportion  of  its  decedents.  The 
<leaths  number  2,051,  against  1,964  in  1885  and  2,198  in  188f,  the  percentage  to  total 
deaths  being  11.28  to  11.80  in  1885  and  12.17  in  1884.  The  total  deaths  from  this  disease 
«ince  1869  have  been  80,137,  or  an  average  of  1,674  per  year  for  the  18  years.  This  aver- 
:age  is  22  higher  than  was  given  for  the  17  years  in  the  report  for  1885.  By  sex  the 
aggregate  is  13,978  males  and  16,159  females,  the  ratio  being  the  same  as  in  last  roport, 
:87  males  to  every  100  females.  For  1886  the  deaths  were  950  males  to  1,101  females,! 
ratio  of  86  males  to  100  females,  as  against  91  to  100  in  1885,  approximating  very  ckselj 
to  the  average  proportion  of  the  sexes  for  the  18  years. 

In  the  first  tabulated  exhibit  is  given  the  deaths  by  months  and  quarters,  with  ^ 
percentage  of  the  year's  deaths  for  each  quarter.  January  shows  the  least,  the  same 
■ss  in  last  report,  and  December  stands  highest,  while  April  was  highest  in  1885.  There 
is  less  uniformity  by  quarters  this  year  than  last,  the  greatest  variation  being  6.54  per 
-cent,  against  but  4.94  in  1885.  The  last  quarter  showed  the  least  per  cent  in  1885,  bat 
stands  highest  in  1886.  In  1885  the  first  half-year  showed  excess  over  last  half  of  6.36 
per  cent,  while  this  year  there  is  an  excess  of  6.49  per  cent  in  last  half,  showings 
change  in  the  relation  of  the  half  years  of  12.75  per  cent. 

In  the  exhibit  for  the  18  years,  1869-1886,  December  is,  as  usual,  the  highest  monUi, 
with  April  following  closely  and  May  next,  while  January  shows  the  fewest  deaths. 
By  quarterly  percentage  the  exhibit  does  not  differ  greatly  from  that  for  1886,  the  first 
and  third  quarters  being  nearly  the  same,  the  second  larger,  and  the  last  smaller,  mak- 
ing the  excess  of  last  half  over  first  3.67  instead  of  6.49  as  shown  in  1886. 

The  deaths  by  periods  of  age  can  also  be  analyzed  in  these  exhibits.  It  will  be  seen 
that  for  the  period  under  ten  the  deaths  for  1886  are  1.75  per  cent  below  the  pro- 
portion in  the  eighteen-year  exhibit,  but  in  the  remaining  periods  they  approximate 
each  other  much  more  closely.  The  period  of  20  to  30,  as  usual,  shows  the  largest  per- 
centage.

SUGGESTIONS  TO  PERSONS  AUTHORIZED  TO  SOLEMNIZE 

MARRIAGES  IN  MICHIGAN. 


A  thorongh  knowledge  of  the  law  concerning  the  solemnization  and  return 
of  marriages  in  Michigan  is  necessary  to  a  correct  performance  of  the  dnties  of 
persons  authorized  to  solemnize  marriages. 

The  most  freqnent  violation  of  the  law  is  in  the  marriage  of  persons  under 
the  lawful  age,  which  is :  for  males  eighteen  (18)  years,  and  for  females  six- 
teen (16)  years.  See  Section  (6209),  Howell's  Annotated  Statutes,  1882, 
printed  on  a  previous  page.  The  penalty  for  the  violation  of  this  provison  is  a 
forfeit  of  not  exceeding  one  hundred  (100)  dollars.  See  Sec.  6,  Act  128,  Laws 
of  1887,  printed  on  a  previous  page. 

In  the  record  and  return  of  marriages,  every  item  specified  in  the  law 
should  be  carefully  ascertained,  and  correctly  and  plainly  written.  No  item 
should  be  omitted,  and  nothing  taken  for  granted,  as  is  often  the  case  with  the 
fact  as  to  COLOR  of  persons  married. 

In  recording  the  birthplace  of  each,  the  State  or  country  should  be  dis- 
tinctly given  in  each  case.  This  will  avoid  the  difficulty  of  ascertaining  the 
nativity  of  persons  whose  birthplace  is  returned  ^'Holland,*'  ^^Hanover," 
^'Denmark,"  ^^Wales,"  "Paris,"  etc., — names  of  places  which  may  be  either 
in  the  United  States  or  Europe.  If  such  or  similar  names  occur,  please  state 
whether  it  is  Holland,  Michigan,  or  Holland,  Mcrope,  and  so  for  each  case. 
Never  return  the  birthplace. "America,"  as  we  cannot  know  whether  it  is 
in  the  United  States,  and  are  therefore  compelled  to  compile  it  with  the 
**Unknown." 

Blanks  for  the  return  of  marriages  to  the  county  clerk  will  not  be  required 
under  the  new  law,  as  the  return  of  the  license  with  the  certificate  properly 
filled  out  will  constitute  the  proper  return  to  the  county  clerk. 

The  license  to  marry  can  only  be  procured  from  the  several  county  clerks, 
but  the  affidavit  necessary  to  procure  the  same  may  be  made  before  any  person 
authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  blank  affidavits  can  be  had  from  any 
county  clerk  or  from  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 
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
